together in an urgent plea to 
residents to help their depart- 
m e n t s 
by 
“becoming 
in­ 
volved.” 
“There’s no question about 
it. They’re walking off with 
the cities — and we need 
help,” said Montclair Police 
D e t e c t i v e 
Anoy 
Allison 
bluntly. 
D etectives 
from 
Pomona, 
Ontario, 
Claremont, 
Chino, 
Upland, 
Montclair, 
and 
the 


cst End Sheriff’s office all 
aireed in a joint statem ent to 
n iw s media “ the people are 
ajraid to become involved ” 
\‘We have men in the field, 
but they’re spread so thin w e 
just can’t halt the recent rash 
of burglaries,” Allison said. 
“We 
are 
asking 
that 
the 
people becom e the eyes and 
ears of our police force. 
“Tell the people they don’t 
have to give their nam es if 
they wish to report suspicious 
subjects around their homes 
or apartments. 
“ We don’t care. Just get 


the subjects description, and 
call us im m ediately.” 
Noon and 6 p.m. 
It was the general con­ 
sensus of all the detectives 
present at the meeting that 
most of the burglaries in the 
last several months had been 
during 
the 
hours 
between 
noon and 6 p.m. — in day­ 
light. 
Most of the daylight bur­ 
glaries are being comm itted 
in apartment com plexes while 
most tenants are at work, the 
detectives reported. “They’re 
using pry bars and channel 


locks or large wrenches to 
gain entrance into the apart­ 
m ents,” Allison said. 
The thieves are usually tak­ 
ing item s in plain view, such 
as color televisions, stereos, 
guns, cash and jewelry, de­ 
tectives said. Gary Hart, Up­ 
land police, said they usually 
cover the stolen item s with a 
handy bedspread or sheet and 
walk out the door leaving very 
little 
physical 
evidence 
be­ 
hind. 
“ You would 
think 
people 
would become suspicious of 
someone carrying an object 


out of an apartment with a 
sheet wrapped around it. We 
are sure people do — but they 
aren’t reporting 
it. 
Why?,” 
asked Hart. 


Fear Retaliation 


The 
detectives 
speculated 


that the reason many persons 


do not report burglaries or 
suspicious persons is because 
they 
have 
heard 
of 
the 
clogged court calendars and 
that many are released from 
jail shortly after their arrest 
on bail. They fear the long in­ 
volvement of a court trial and 


possible retaliation, the detec­ 
tives agreed. 
Chino Detective Robert Caro 
said his department is trying 
to overcome the people’s fear 
of retaliation by the burglars 
by installing a “hot line” to 
the police department. “ They 
don’t have to give their name. 
All they have to do is give us 
the information.” 
A police officer making an 
on-the-spot arrest of a burglar 
does not necessarily have to 
call the victim of the crim e to 
the stand in trial. And if the 
victim requests, he can tes­ 


tify in court without the sus­ 
pect present if he fears reta­ 
liation. 
Bill Hennie of the Ontario 
Police Department said his de­ 
partment is presently working 
on a neighborhood alert prog­ 
ram. The program involves 
several residents in a block— 
if they take the responsibility 
—who would watch out for 
their neighbors’ property. “ We 
know many persons are home 
most of the day, while others 
are working. 
These 
people 
can help us m ost,” Hennie 
said. 


Who are the burglars? 
Detective Gordon Zbinden, 
Pomona Police Department, 
said that most of the burglars 
operating in the area are nar­ 
cotics addicts. “ I would esti­ 
m ate that 70 per cent of all 
the burglars are hypes,” he 
said. Other detectives agreed. 
These burglars are supporting 
habits ranging between $50 
and $200 a day.

Nixon Will Tell 
Flournoy Warns of Fiscal 
onw«dtdio Crisis, Urges Withholding

policy to follow the current 
90-day wage-price freeze in a 
nationwide

vision address at 7:30 p.m. 
Thursday, the White 
House 
announced Wednesday. 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler, 
in 
announcing 
the 
speech, 
declined 
to 
discuss 
any details of Nixon’s follow- 
up economic program. 
The White House announce­ 
ment cam e only a few min­ 
utes after the House approved 
a $15.4 billion tax cut bill 
which would benefit both indi­ 
viduals and corporations over 
the next three years. It wa9 a 
major 
point 
in 
the 
Nixon 
plan. 
The President has indicated 
that his Phase II 
program 
will apply to the whole econo­ 
my 
although 
it 
will 
con­ 
centrate on major industries 
and will be enforced by the 
government, probably by se­ 
lective 
actions 
against 
fla­ 
grant violators. 
Nixon 
has 
also 
made 
it 
clear that profits will not be 
controlled along with wages, 
prices and rents. 
The House passage of the 
tax measure, which now goes 
to the Senate, cam e on an un­ 
recorded votce vote. 
It calls for an increase ef­ 
fective this taxpaying year of 
$25 per person, to $675, in the 
personal exemption for indivi­ 
duals on their tax 
returns. 
This would go up to $750 a 
person next year. 
The standard deduction for 
those not itemizing deduct ons 
also would go up to 13 per 
cent effective this year, to a 
maximum of $1,5^0, compared 
to 10 per cent last year. This 
would rise to 20 per cent, to a 
maximum of $2,000 next year. 
The 7 per cent auto excise 
tax also would be wiped out 
im mediately. 
For business, the big item 


is a 7 per cent tax credit for 
equipment purchases retroac­ 
tive to last April 1. 
The bill now goes to the 
Senate where chairman Rus­ 
sell B. Long, D-La., promised 
to expedite hearings 
which 
begin Thursday. The bill is 
expected to reach the Senate 
floor late in the month, and 
several senators have served 
notice they will 
try 
to in­ 
crease the tax break for indi­ 
viduals. 
Organized 
labor 
still 
is 
pushing for more benefits in 
the 
tax 
bill 
for 
working 
people and tried to beat the 
measure on the House floor, 
calling it “a giant raid on the 
federal Treasury" accruing to 
the benefit of big business. 
Prior to today’s vote, House 
Republican leader Gerald R. 
Ford questioned whether the 
AFL-CIO, 
and 
particularly 
President George Meany, was 
accurately 
representing 
the 
views of rank and file work­ 
ers in steady criticism of the 
tax bill and of Nixon’s eco­ 
nomic program in general. 
Terming Meanv’s steady at­ 
tacks on Nixon and the eco­ 
nomic plan as “purely politic­ 
al,” Ford said: “ I think the 
rank 
and 
file 
support 
the 
President 
... 
because 
they 
think (his program) will pro­ 
duce jobs. And they are in­ 
terested in jobs and not poli­ 
tical rhetoric.” 
The bill as approved by the 
House could mean that tax­ 
payers would start receiving 
a taste of the cuts by mid-No­ 
vem ber—if 
the 
Senate 
also 
acts before then—in the form 
of reduced withholding from 
paychecks. 
Chairman Wilbur D. Mills, 
D-Art., 
of 
the 
Ways 
and 
Means Committee said indivi­ 
duals would get well over half 
the benefits from 
the cuts, 
whereas business would have 
had the bigcest benefits under 
the original version proposed 
by the administration.

Egypt Raps U.S. 'Contradiction'

Egyptian Foreign Minister 
Mahmoud Riad, in a policy 
speech to 
the

As­ 
sem bly, accused Israel of “ A 
categorical rejection of peace 
in the Middle E ast.” 
Riad gave scant notice to 
the six-point proposals put be­ 
fore the assem bly by Secret­ 
ary of State William P. Ro­ 
gers last Monday. He noted 
that Rogers, pressing for agree­ 
ment to reopen the Suez Canal, 
stipulated that such an accord 
could be only an interim step 
to the peace called for in tlv* 
Security Council resolution of 
Nov. 22, 1967. 
“ We consider any attempt to 
divert such a step nto a sepa­ 
rate agreement would be one 
of the often-used obstacles by 
Israel to frustrate the real­ 
ization of peace in the Middle 
E ast,” he said. 
“ The United States, 
How­ 


ever, has continued to provide 
Israel with military and eco­ 
nomic aid. At a time when Is­ 
rael is actively laboring to 
annex the Arab-occupied ter­ 
ritories, the American support 
does not represent 
mere 
re- 
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traction of previous American 
comm itm ents. 
It, 
moreover, 
enables Israel to pursue its 
policy of frustrating the im­ 
plementation of the Security 
Council resolution and to con­ 
tinue its aggression against 
the Arab countries and its de 
fiance of the United Nations. 


“There 
is 
a 
basic 
con­ 
tradiction between 
the 
U.S. 
repeated assertion of support­ 
ing the Security Council reso­ 
lution and its actual policy of 
providing military and 
eco­ 
nomic aid to Israel, in spite 
of the latter’s rejection of the 
Jarring memorandum and its 
insistence on 
territorial ex­ 
pansion.” 
Riad referred to a memo­ 
randum sent to both 
Israel 
and Egypt last February by 
Ambassador Gunnar V. Jar­ 
ring of Sweden, spec ial l .N. 
Mideast peace envoy. Jarring 
asked if they would comply 
with the council 
resolution: 
Israel withdrawing from Arab 
territory and Egypt ending its 
insistence on maintaining a 
state of war. Egypt agreed, 
Riad said, while Israel 
re­ 
buffed Jarring’s approach.

M rs. M eir, in an exclusive 
interview , listed as the key 
e l e m e n t s of the special 
agreem ent continued sep ara­ 
tion of the Israeli and Egyp­ 
tian forces by the canal, an 
* unlim ited cease-fire and the 
* opening of the w aterw ay to 
‘ all 
shipping, 
Including 
Is- 
? ra e l’s. 
She gave her policy outline 
in a two-hour, free-wheeling 
discussion following the six- 
' point presentation of Secret­ 


ary of State W illiam P. Ro­ 
gers before the U.N. G eneral 
A ssem bly earlier this week. 
Rogers said there w as room 
for com prom ise on the cross­ 
ing of the canal by Egyptian 
soldiers. 
M rs. M eir 
w as 
asked 
if 
such a crossing w as totally 
unacceptable to Israel. 
Her 


reply: 
“ Yes, absolutely. I can t for 
the life of m e understand the 
objective logic of anything of 
this kind. We (Israeli and Eg­ 
yptian troops) will be closer 
together than we are now. 
Now there is the canal be­ 
tw een us.” 
“ The com batants are sepa­ 
rated now by the can al,” she 
said. “ We see in the further 
separation of the forces one 
of the m ost im portant factors 
in a special arrangem ent. But 
it is difficult to see how all 
the com batants will be sepa­ 
rated further when, instead of 
having 
the 
canal 
betw een 
them , the E gyptians will be 
brought over 
to 
the 
sam e 


a re a of 
the 
(Sinai) 
penin­ 
sula.” 
By the term 
“ special a r­ 
rangem ent,” M rs. M eir w as 
referring to R ogers’ so-called 
interim Suez settlem ent. 
‘ ‘ I s r a e l cannot by any 
m eans be forced to jeopardize 
her security,” the 73-year-old 
p rim e 
m inister 
said. 
The 
cease-fire, she added, would 
have to be extended indefi­ 
nitely to avoid negotiations 
“ under the th re at of a pistol.” 
“ Israel does not consider a 
special Suez C anal agreem ent 
as the final settlem ent,” she 
said. 
“ Israel suggests that nego­ 
tiations for a final settlem ent 
should be carried on after the 
Suez Canal agreem ent. 
“ And in o rd er that These 
negotiations should be carried 
on in a calm atm osphere, it is 
essential that w ith the canal 
agreem ent there would be a 
total 
stoppage 
of 
shooting; 
th at is, an unlim ited cease­ 
fire. 
“ Negotiations could resum e 


either through direct negotia­ 
tions or through the Aegis of 
the U.N. representative, Gun- 
n ar V. Ja rrin g .” 
M rs. M eir m ade it clear Is­ 
rael stands ready for negotia­ 
tions on the special Suez Can­ 
al agreem ent and is for the 
continued good offices of the 
U.S. governm ent. 
The prim e m inister replied 
freely to a 
wide 
range 
of 
questions during the interview 
in h er paneled governm ent of­ 
fices in the Holy City. 
In 
front 
of 
h e r 
w as 
a 
m im eographed copy of Ro­ 
g ers’ speech at the United 
N ations. She repeatedly cited 
selected passages with which 
she took issue. Behind her, on 
a bookfilled shelf, w as one 
photograph 
showing 
her 
in 
the com pany of President Nix­ 
on and another with M ayor 
John 
V. 
Lindsay 
of 
New 
York. 
She spoke w arm ly of the 
oldstanding friendship of the 
U nted States tow ard Israel, 
but conceded there w ere dif­ 


ferences of opinion. 
“ I cannot accept th at there 
has been a change for the 
worse in the basic policy of 
the United States in its atti­ 
tude 
tow ard 
Israel,” 
M rs. 
M eir said. 
She left little doubt th at the 
acceptance of A m erican good 
offices in the search for a 
special Suez Canal agreem ent 
“ naturally im plies the United 
States itself does not take a 
position, and we still hope the 
United States will not take a 
position of its own.” 
Mrs. M eir said that in the 
event of a Suez Canal agree- 
m e n t , “ civilian personnel, 
technicians, engineers and so 
on naturally will be allowed 
to cross the w aterw ay for its 
operation. But troops will not 
be allowed to cross to the 
presently 
Israeli-held 
L ast 
Bank.” 
The prim e m inister said Is­ 
rael’s policy rem ains one for 
“ secure borders, read ied by 
agreem ent” 
with 
the 
A rab 
neighbors and not an im posed 


solution with im posed frontier 


lines. 
“ Israel will never return to 
the 
pre-1967 
w ar 
borders.” 
she said. “The new borders 
will have to be som ew here 
between the two lines 
(the 
cease-fire lines and the a r­ 
m istice lines th at existed be­ 
fore the Six-Day W ar). T here 
m ust be a change.” 
While not spelLing out any 
detail, M rs. M eir nevertheless 
gave these im portant guide­ 
lines in this context; 
■—“ You cannot expect us to 
com e down from the Golan 
Heights to have the Syrians

people.” 
—“ Gaza will never be Eg­ 
yptian again.” 
* _ “ The idea of dividing up 
Jerusalem

ing. We have no interest in

Court decisions. 
Ervin 
subsequently 
intro­ 
duced a bill to deny the board 
both funds and power to car­ 
ry out the new assignments. 
At a hearing by Ervin’s Sen­ 
ate subcommittee on separa- 
t on of powers, William H. 
Rehnquist, assistant attorney 
general, said “ the additional 
task” which Nixon assigned 
the SACB was “ completely 
compatible with the basic as­ 
signment 
given it by Con­ 
gress.” 
Ervin had 
contended Ni­ 
xon’s order gave the board 
“ new sweeping powers far in 
excess 
of 
those 
Congress 
sought to give it ... In his at­ 
tempt to expand the power of 
the board, President Nixon 
undertook to make law.” 
The board originally served 
to 
gu de 
federal agencies 
from hiring people who be­ 
longed to groups found to be 
subversive. 
But Ervin said Nixon’s or­ 
der “ brings within its cove­ 
rage the organizational mem­ 
bership of m llions of Ameri­ 
cans who neither enjoy nor 
seek employment in the fed­ 
eral establishment.” 
“ As one who loves America 
and hates communist, I take 
much comfort from the inef­ 
fective record of the board,” 
Ervin said.

Petrosian, 
playing whites, 
opened 
the 
game 
playing 


alone with pawn to queen 
four. 


Fischer, who sat down op­ 
posite the Russian eight min­ 
utes late after officials shooed 
photographers 
away, 
coun­ 
tered with a Grunfeld de­ 
fense, opening with knight to 
king’s bishop three. 
Fischer, famous for his ag­ 
gressive and inventive style, 
began an all-out attack with 
his queen very early, on the 
sixth move. 
A f t e r an exchange of 
knights and pawns, the Rus­ 
sian offered a possible queen 
exchange at the 10th move 
but Fischer declined, having 
virtually wiped out 
Petro­ 
sian’s left flank. 
At the 14th move, Petro­ 
sian, still playing defense in 
the face of Fischer’s attack, 
evaded a 
potentially dang­ 
erous situation by trading a 
bishop for a knight. 
Fischer had combined the 
knight with a bishop to threa­

but Petrosian deftly avoided 
it and checked his opponent’s 
king, preventing Fischer from 
castling. 
What appeared to be a turn­ 
ing point in the match came 
on the 25th move when Fis­ 
cher captured one of Petro­ 
sian’s rooks with a pawn, 
which queened. 
The Russian, world cham­ 
pion from 1963 to 1969, elimi­

with his other rook, however, 
and by the 28th move, had 
Fischer in serious trouble.

SAN DIMAS — The plann­ 
ing commission denied a con­ 
ditional use permit for a con­ 
troversial condominium devel­ 
opment Tuesday

cause it felt the developer 
had changed the size and 
scope of the project since the 
application was filed. 
The commission threw out 
the conditional use permit ap­ 
plication of Larwin, Inc., of 
Los Angeles and told officials 
of the firm to start all over 
with new applications since 
the application is entirely dif­ 
ferent than first proposed to 
the commission. 
Actor Ed Nelson led opposi­ 
tion to the application at a 
stormy public hearing this 
summer as groups organized 
to fight the case. The 31 acres 
of property is located between 
San Dimas Avenue and Wal­ 
nut Avenue south of Covina 
Boulevard. 
Goldmar 
Corp. 
of 
Palm 
Springs was involved with the 
project earlier this year with 
plans to construct 400 apart­

The

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Chou Tells 60 Americans: 
Ready for Talks and W ar

He was 
present when Chou En-lai cal­ 
led in every American work­ 
ing in or visiting China to a 
meeting in the Great Hall of 
the People in Peking. His re­ 
port of the meeting is trans­ 
mitted by United Press Inter­ 
national.

PEKIN G (U P I) — Premier 
Chou En-lai met with about 60 
Americans Tuesday night and 
told them that Mao Tse-tung 
was the man responsible for 
inviting the U.S. Ping Pong 
team to China, an invitation 
which led to a thaw in SinoA- 
merican relations. 
During his two-hour meet­ 
ing with the Americans, who 
included Black Panther Party 
leader Huey P. Newton and 
former U.S. State Department 
officer John 
Service, 
Chou 
limited his discussion to a 
freewheeling 
discourse 
on 
China’s foreign policy and did 
not refer to the current inter­ 
nal situation in China. 
In addition to discussing 
Mao’s role in the Sino-Ameri- 
can thaw, Chou also said: 
—China agrees with Presi­ 
dent Nixon that this is now an 
era of negotiations, but Chi­ 
nese leaders also believe that, 
if necessary, it is an era of 
armed struggle. 
—China is willing to nego­ 
tiate its border dispute with 
Russia, using the 19th century 
territorial 
treaties 
as 
the 
basis for talks. 
OK Either Way 
—China is keeping an open 
mind on Nixon’s visit: “ It is 
all right if the talks succeed 
and it is all right if the talks 
fail.” 
—No matter how far nego­ 
tiations go, China will never 
let her guard down and stop 
preparing for war. 


Chou said the decision to in­ 
vite the U.S. Ping Pong play­ 
ers was made by Mao at a 
time when the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs and the U.S. 
S t a t e Department attitude 
was to wait for a while. He 
said he himself was looking 
over a preliminary Foreign 
Ministry dispatch regarding 
the U.S. table tennis team 
when it was in Japan when 
Mao decided on an immediate 
invitation. 
“ There were two messages, 
but the world only knows the 
second,” Chou said. 
Discussing 
Nixon’s 
visit, 
Chou said, “ He (Nixon) publi­ 
cly expressed his willingness 
to come to China and nego­ 
tiate. We had' made no res­ 
ponse; it would not have been 
proper for a state so antago­ 
nistic. Therefore we agreed to 
(Presidential adviser Henry) 
Kissinger’s coming. 
“ For us, it is all right if the 
talks succeed and it is all 
right if they fail,” Chou said. 
Openly This Time 
“ This 
time 
Kissinger 
is 
coming openly,” Chou said. 
The Chinese premier said 
China’s willingness to nego­ 
tiate was nothing new. “ We 
did this (negotiate) with the 
arch enemy Chiang Kai-shek 
for almost 10 years.” He also 
cited negotiations for the pre­ 
sent negotiations going on in 
Korea and the negotiations 
between Russia and China on 
its territorial disputes. 
Although critical of the sta­ 
tioning of Russian troops on 
the Chinese 
borders, 
Chou 
said China’s basic policy was 
to negotiate with Moscow. 
“ There 
are 
one 
million 
troops on our borders — army, 
air force, naval units in the 
coastal areas, nuclear wea­ 
pons and guided missiles,” 
Chou said. “ They have sent 
300,uOO troops into the Peoples 
Republic of Mongolia, includ­ 


ing missile units. The Mong­ 
olian government did not be­ 
have like the Czechs, so what 
is the purpose? It obviously is 
against China, to create a 
state of tension along our bor­ 
ders. 
“ Nevertheless, our policy is 
to 
negotiate 
to 
solve 
the 
boundary questions and bring 
about good neighborly rela­ 
tions,” 
Chou 
said. 
“ Even 
when Russian 
troops 
were 
massed on the borders, we 
still received Premier Alexei 
N. Kosygin on Sept. 9, 1969, 
at the Peking airport.” 


When Kosygin was in China 
in 1969, Chou related, China 
called for negotiations to re­ 
lax tensions. An agreement 
was reached to maintain the 
status quo and negotiations 
then proceeded. 


Maps Disagree 


Even though the 19th centu­ 
ry territorial treaties imposed 
on China by the czarists were 
unequal and did not agree 
with China’s maps, Chou said 
that with a few exceptions 
those treaties should serve as 
a basis for continued negotia­ 
tions. 
Referring to Nixon’s state­ 
ment this the current era is 
one of negotiations, Chou said 
it was indeed “ an era of ne­ 
gotiations—and one of struggle 
by armed force. 
“ As for us, we do not like 
armed struggle and we do not 
provoke others. Not only have 
we not gone to Long Island, 
we have not gone to Honolulu. 
Even with the U.S. Navy in 
the Taiwan Strait, we are for 
negotiations.” 
History has taught China 
i m p o r t a n t lessons, Chou 
said. 
“ If we are only prepared 
for negotiations without pre­ 
paring against armed war, 
that is not good,” he said. 
“ If 
a 
war 
is 
launched 


against China, what should 
we do?” How have we pre­ 
pared? It may sound itible to 
our friends, 
but we must 
think of it. 
“ Suppose the Soviet army 
goes straight to the northern 
banks of the Yellow River, 
the 
Americans 
go 
to 
the 
s o u t h e r n banks 
of the 
Yangtze River, and Japan in­ 
vades and occupies Tsingtao 
to Shanghai and India joins in 
and invades Tibet? 
“ What should we do? We 
are ready. We must dig un­ 
derground tunnels, and this 
has been done in every big 
and small city. 
“ Only when one dares to 
engage in war, can one nego­ 
tiate, and if one wants peace­ 
ful negotiations, he must be 
prepared against war. China 
has no soldiers abroad, no 
overflights of anyone’s territo­ 
ry and no naval forces on 
anyone’s oceans or seas. We 
are holding on to our own ter­ 
ritory and carrying out defen­ 
sive measures.” 


Chou only briefly mentioned 
the United Nations situation, 
saying there had been no 
change from the Foreign Min­ 
istry statement issued Aug. 20 
—China firmly opposes two 
Chinas, one China, one Tai­ 
wan; 
and any independent 
Taiwan. All were unaccep­ 
table, he said, and if anything 
the third even less so. 
Chou 
said, 
however, 
he 
hoped to see more Americans 
visiting 
China. 
“ More and 
more have been coming,” he 
said. “ Though Japanese visit­ 
ors have been the most nu­ 
merous, the number of Amer­ 
icans coming should catch up 
with them in the 1970’s.”

L .A. Chief Sees Computer 
Dispatching 'Instant Cops' 


Food, Populaton Key to Peace 
Birth Control a World Problom 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - A 
unique plan to produce “ in­ 
stant cops” by pushing a but­ 
ton may eventually reduce 
the cost of law enforcement, 
Los Angeles Police Chief Ed­ 
ward Davis said Tuesday. 
Davis 
said 
the 
“ instant 
cop” plan was developed as a 
less costly alternative to a 
New York City plan devel­ 
oped to deal with racial strife 
and other potential problems 
by flooding trouble areas with 
arge numbers of police — a 
t e c h n i q u e sometimes de­ 
scribed 
as 
“ massive 
res­ 
ponse” 
or, 
more 
descrip­ 
tively, as “ wall-to-wall cops.” 
Davis, seeking $4.5 million 
in 
federal 
funds 
to 
help 
launch a computerized pro­ 
gram for speeding police to 
trouble spots, said success of 
the program would make it 
possible for cities to get along 
with fewer policemen. 
“ If we make them more ef­ 
fective, it would reduce the 
cost to the taxpayer," Davis 
sa d at a news conference in 
the office of Rep. Alphonzo 
Bell, R-Calif. 
Davis—backed by Bell and 


\ed to Arrests 


other Los Angeles area con­ 
gressmen —asked the Law 
Enforcement Assistant 
Ad­ 
ministration (LEAA) for the 
$4.5 million to get the space- 
age 
type 
program 
under­ 
way. 
The LEAA, Davis said, had 
given the plan “ a very enthu­ 
siastic reception” but lacks 
funds to finance all worthy 
projects. 
“ They'd have to rob Peter 
to pay Paul,” Davis said. 
Bell and Davis plan to seek 
funding from other federal 
agencies for a pilot program 
they said might eventually be 
used nationwide. 
The congressman and other 
members of the California de- 
l e g a t i o n 
w i l l 
s e e k 
appropriation of the money in 
the fiscal year beginning July 
1, 1972, and he will also seek 
new legislation if needed. 
The Los Angeles Pol ce De­ 
partment wants $41 million in 
federal funds for a four-year 
program, with the city and 
the state putting up additional 
money to meet an overall 
cost of about $58 million. 
Davis said the computer- 


based program would auto­ 
matically 
determine 
which 
police car was the closest to 
a trouble spot and dispatch it 
to the scene without delay 
now encountered in finding 
the nearest car through voice 
communications. 
The LAPD’s $10,000 “ elec­ 
tronic police cars” would get 
almost instantaneous identifi­ 
cation of suspects through the 
computerized system. 
Davis 
added 
cutting 
the 
time it takes police to get to 
the scene of a crime by even 
a few minutes can make the 
difference 
between 
finding 
and not finding witnesses. 
“ If you get to the scene 
within two minutes, you get 
witnesses. If you’re 10 min­ 
utes late, you might just as 
well not have gone.’ . 
Davis said the plan also 
would have commercial appli­ 
cations, such as in the d s- 
patching of taxicabs. 


HONOLULU (U PI)—An au­ 
thority on population studies 
said today that controlling the 
n u m b e r s of the world’s 
peoples is a bigger problem 
than going to the moon be­ 
cause of the lack of adequate 
scientific knowledge and tech­ 
nology. 
In an address prepared for 
delivery to the 1971 United 
Press 
International 
Confer­ 
ence of Editors and Publi- 
s h e r s (EDICON), director 
Paul Demeny, director of the 
East-West 
Population 
Insti­ 
tute, said an objective of the 
institute was to contribute to 
filling the gap between age- 
old patterns of reproductive 
behavior 
and 
methods 
of 
changing them. 
The core of the population 
problems in contemporary so­ 
cieties is the potential conflict 
between individual and social 
interests, he said. 
“ Babies are net mass pro- 


duced in government owned 
factories where the volume of 
output coming off the produc­ 
tion lines could be made eas­ 
ily responsive to the wishes of 
a planning board—at any rate 
not yet. Babies, instead are 
homemade goods: 
the pro­ 
ducts of multitudes of indivi­ 
dual couples, 
manufactured 
and delivered by millions of 
individual women.” 
The final working session of 
the four-day 
UPI 
meeting 
was held at the East-West 
C e n t e r , a government-fi­ 
nanced 
project devoted 
to 
promoting 
interchange 
of 
ideas 
and 
information 
be­ 
tween Asia and the countries 
of the West. 
Demeny appeared on a pa­ 
nel devoted to a discussion of 
“ Food and Population: A Key 
to World Peace.” 
Try to Manipulate 
In reviewing several pos­ 
sible methods of controlling 


population 
growth, 
Demeny 
said one set of policies would 
a t t e m p t 
to 
manipulate 
directly the economic costs 
and benefits falling on par­ 
ents. 
“ The theoretical justifica­ 
tion follows from the presence 
of native externalities: par­ 
ents should bear the full cost, 
or more nearly the full cost, 
of 
childbearing,” 
he 
said. 
“ Short of successfully engi­ 
neering rapid economic devel­ 
opment, the difficulty which 
is the reason for directly in­ 
terfering with population pro­ 
cesses in the first place, this 
is perhaps the avenue most 
promising of success. 
“ Unfortunately, underdeve­ 
lopment itself is once again 
the chief curse of the under­ 
developed, since many of the 
measures that might be envi­ 
saged on this score require 
administrative 
machineries 
and skills that simply do not 


exist. It is difficult, for in­ 
stance, to experiment with 
ingenious taxation schemes in 
a country where the vast ma­ 
jority of the people have ne­ 
ver paid any direct taes.” 
Demeny said it is difficult 
to paint a rosy picture of the 
prospects for world population 
control. 
Plain Ignorance 
“ One element that under­ 
lines all our difficulties in de­ 
vising meaningful and effec­ 
tive nonpopulation programs 
is plain ignorance,” he said. 
“ Going to the moon was 
possible because we had the 
science and technology that, 
given proper financing, could 
do the trick,” he said. “ To 
engineer a rapid change of 
ageold patterns of reproduc­ 
tive behavior in a tradition- 
bound society would seem to 
be just as difficult as steering 
a rocket to the moon. But we 
lack both the adequate scien- 


tific knowledge and the tech­ 
nology for it.” 
Asking what would happen 
if during the 1970’s fertility 
should decline to a level just 
assuring 
eventual 
replace­ 
ment of each generation,“ he 
said: 
“ In the United States the 
population would still continue 
to grow for about the next 55 
years, reaching eventually a 
level of 
some 
270 million 
people. In India the popula­ 
tion would eventually exceed 
1.1 billion; in the Philippines 
the stabilization would come 
at about 85 million; in Indo­ 
nesia at 235 million.” 
The annual UPI meeting 
ends tonight with a banquet. 
More than 350 news execu­ 
tives and their wives attended 
the 1971 session.

KKK Infiltrated for 
FBI by Father of 6 


PONTIAC, Mich. 
(U P I)— 
Jerome Lauinger, scarred by 
childhood memories of antiSe- 
mitism and anti-German bigo­ 
try, made his “ down payment 
on democracy” by infiltrating 
the local branch of the Ku 
Klux Klan as an informer for 
the FBI. 
His work led to the indict­ 
ment and arrest of six al­ 
ledged Klansmen on charges 
they conspired to bomb school 
buses one 
week before 
a 
scheduled court-ordered bus­ 
ing program was to begin 
here. 
The 37-year-old fireman, a 
father of six, would not com­ 
ment Tuesday on whether he 
expects reprisals from Klan 
sympathizers because of his 
actions. But he said he would 
do it again. 
A tall, spare man with re­ 
ceding brown hair, Lauinger 
wouldn’t detail his activities 
for the FBI because those will 
come out when the Klansmen 
go to trial. He said he con­ 
tacted the FBI and volun­ 
teered to infiltrate the group 
about four years ago. 
“ I have never had any use 
for any sort of hate organ­ 
ization,” he said. “ America is 
for everybody.” 
C h i l d h o o d experiences 
strongly influenced his deci­ 
sion, he said. 
“ When I was really small 
—F> or 7 —1 belonged to a loc ­ 
al branch of the Brownshirts 
(a pro-German group in the 
late 1930’s),” Lauinger said. 
“ I didn’t know any better. I 
thought they were some kind 
of boy scouts.” 
It was then that Lauinger 
learned of anti-Semitism and 
realized how false ethnic ste­ 
reotypes could be when he 
discovered that a friend of 
his was Jewish and didn’t act 
like people said Jews were 
supposed to act. He also be­ 
came the butt of anti-German 
sentiment during World War 
11 because of his ancestry. 
“ The other kids’ 
fathers 
were in the service fighting 
Germans, and here was the 


Catholic 
German 
Lauinger 
kid down the street,” he said. 
Lauinger said he worked as 
an undercover agent for the 
FBI for four years and made 
some friends in the Klan. He 
described the people in the 
Klan as “ average, but they 
have a few hangups.” 
“ I went in thinking they 
were some kind of monsters," 
he said.

WASHINGTON (U PI)—The 
House Education and Labor 
Committee 
has 
broken 
a 
deadlock of more than two 
months and approved a $1.5 
billion bill to help schools de­ 
segregate, rejecting President 
Nixon’s request that none of 
the money be spent for busing 
children. 
The panel approved the bill 
on a 24-3 vote Tuesday. But 
the Nixon antibusing proposal 
is certain to be offered as an 
amendment to the measure 
when it comes before the 
House. It is likely the amend­ 
ment will be approved. 
The bill would funnel mo­ 
ney into school districts that 
have been ordered by a court 
or federal agency to desegre­ 
gate or which integrate volun­ 
tarily with the result that 
they must hire extra teach­ 
ers, or remodel classrooms or 
buy extra equipment to meet 
desegregation standards. 
Opponents of the aid bill 
used a series of parliamenta­ 
ry maneuvers to bottle it up 
first in a subcommittee and 
then before 
the 
full 
com­ 
mittee. They objected to the 
measure on grounds it would 
give Nixcn a pool of money to 
use to his political advantage 
in southern states.

A caravan of whites drove 
through 
the troubled black 
areas Tuesday night, threa­ 
tening to return any fire. 
There was none, and police 
found no weapons in the 14 
vehicles. 
“ We knew weapons were 
supposed to be in the cars,’ 
Williamson said. “ We were of 
the opinion at the time that 
weapons were on them." 
The whites were a “ vigi­ 
lante patrol” sent out by Le­ 
roy Gibson, president of the 
militant 
“ Rights

People” organization. 
The group staged its nightly 
m e e t i n g in Hugh McRae 
Park, about five miles from 
the black areas near the cen­ 
ter of the city.

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Nixon Taking Time To Remake 
High Court in His Own Image 


Goldwater: Other 
May Join China in U.N. 
é

W A S H I N G T O N (UPI) 
—President 
Nixon plans to 
take enough time to succeed 
in fulfilling an opportunity to 
remake the Supreme Court in 
his own legal image for de­ 
cades. 
Not since the administration 
of William Howard Taft more 
than 60 years ago has a 
President had the opportunity 
to name four High Court jus­ 
tices in his first term in of­ 
fice. 
Nixon has said he will pick 
appointees who share the ju­ 
dicial philosophy of his first 
two, Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger 
and 
Harry 
Black- 
rnun. 
Coupled with one or two ju­ 
dicial conservatives appointed 
by earlier presidents, Nixon’s 
four nominees would control 
the votes needed to reverse 
much of the judicial activism 
of the 16 years of the Warren 
Court. 
Nixon says he is looking for 
"strict constructionists” 
for 
the Court. By that, he means 
justices who will not use the 
mandates of the Constitution 
to upset the social customs of 
the nation or any of its re­ 
gions. 
Sometimes justices, once on 
the Court, change their views. 


Some of the opinions of 
for­ 
mer Chief Justice Earl War­ 
ren must have come as a sur­ 
prise to President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower who named him 
to the Court, for instance. 
Nixon plans to be careful to 
select appointees who will 
continue to share his ap­ 
proach to the law. He will 
take his time in naming jus­ 
tices even though the Court 
has opened its term with only 
seven members. 
The President was ready to 
name Rep. Richard H. Poff, 
R-Va., to the Court when Poff 
withdrew his name from con­ 
sideration last weekend. 
Poff appeared to be just the 
sort of person Nixon was seek­ 
ing. In his congressional ca­ 
reer, he established himself 
as a political conservative who 
shared much of Nixon’s out­ 
look on the law. 
But first civil rights leaders 
and then AFL-CIO President 
G e o r g e Meany denounced 
Poff as a "racist.” Poff, pos­ 
sibly facing a bitter con­ 
firmation fight, withdrew. 
Nixon is no stranger to con­ 
firmation fights. The Senate 
rejected his appointments of 
J u d g e s Clement F. Hay- 
nsworth Jr., and G. Harrold 
Carswell 
before 
approving 
Blackmun. 
Possibly hoping to avoid 


another defeat, Nixon is in­ 
directly soliciting the opinion 
of key senators on the two ap­ 
pointments. 
White 
House 
Press Secretary Ronald L. 
Ziegler said Attorney General 
John N. Mitchell was sound­ 
ing out the views of members 
of both houses of Congress. 
But Ziegler said Nixon had 
not talked directly to any law­ 
makers, not even Poff. 
After the Senate rejected 
Haynsworth and Carswell, the 
President angrily told news­ 
men: “ As long as the Senate 
is constituted the way it is to­ 
day, I will not nominate an­ 
other southerner and let him 
be subjected to the kind of 
malicious character assassi­ 
nation accorded both Judge 
Haynsworth and Carswell.” 
But Ziegler reminded news­ 
men that since making that 
statement, Nixon has said he 
w o u l d consider nominees 
from 
all 
sections 
of 
the 
country, including the South. 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-Sen. 
Barry M. Goldwater, R-Ariz, 
warned Tuesday the admis­ 
sion of Mainland China would 
be a "major step” toward 
turning the United Nations 
into a sounding board for 
communism. 
In a Senate speech, Goldwa­ 
ter conceded that the admis­ 
sion of Mainland China was 
inevitable but said it should 
not be a cause for celebration 
among the Western powers. 
He added "... unless Peking 
has drastically changed her 
policy, her attitudes and her 
objectives, the addition 
of 
Red China to the United Na­ 
tions will be a serious blow to 
that organization. 
"I believe that the admis­ 
sion of Red China will pave 
the way for new and success­ 
ful drives for the admission of 
North Vietnam, North Korea, 
and East Germany — all com­ 
munist regimes. 
"In other words, 1 believe 
the admission of Red China to 
any part of the United Na- 


tions will be a major step to­ 
wards turning the United Na­ 
tions into a convenient and 
dangerous sounding board for 
international 
communism,” 
Goldwater added. 
At the same time, Goldwa­ 
ter 
said 
he 
saw 
nothing 
"devious or evil” in Nixon’s 
visit to Peking. 
"I would 
rather see President Nixon in 
that particular role than any 
of our former Presidents or 
any of our softheaded liberal 
diplomats,” he said. 
The 1964 GOP presidential 
candidate added "the major 
objective of the Nixon visit to 
Red China should be to ob­ 
serve and to make some kind 
of judgment on the motives 
behind the latest moves of the 
Peking government. 
"I believe that a major pur­ 
pose of the Nixon trip should 
be to determine if Red China 
is ready to change its attitude 
on enough important matters 
to make it acceptable for 
membership in the family of 
nations.”

would be able to show a pro­ 
fit "within three years.” 
The sources said Amtrak 
told the Transporation De­ 
partment it could 
use 
as 
much as $500 million in addi­ 
tional funds. 
However, the request was 
scaled down to $170 million 
and sent to the Office of Ma­ 
nagement and Budget, where 
it could be cut again. 
Congress set up Amtrak 
with a $40 million grant and a 
$100 million loan guarantee 
Critics argued at the time 
that the new corporation was 
frossly undefinanced. 
Under the program, 
the 
new corporation took over the 
operation of the nation’s rail­ 


road passenger trains. More 
than one-half of the nation’s 
285 passenger trains were 
dropped in an effort to put 
the passenger train business 
on a profit-making basis. 
Amtrak has instituted 
a 
s e r i e s of 
new 
schedule 
changes, consolidated equip­ 
ment, and ordered new equip­ 
ment, in an effort to bring 
travelers back to the trains. 
However, 
the 
corporation 
officials gave no indication 
that they would need to re­ 
turn to congress at an early 
date for new funds. 
The source said however, 
that "everyone knew that the 


$40 million was just start-up 
funds.” 
Urder the bill passed by 
Congress, the railroads turned 
over their trains to Amtrak, 
but continue to operate them 
under a conract with Amtrak 
which now sets the standards 
for service and scheduling.

In Unifed Nations 
Rogers Seeks Votes 
For U.S. China Plan 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Secre­ 
tary of State William P. Rog­ 
ers is quietly striving to gain 
the support of visiting foreign 
ministers for the U.S. proposal 
to seat Mainland China in the 
United Nations without expel­ 
ling Nationalist China. 
U.S. officials said that to 
the surprise of Rogers, a con­ 
siderable number of foreign 
ministers of smaller nations 
lack a complete grasp of the 
complexities involved in the 
U.S. dual representation pol­ 
icy on two Chinas. 
Rogers therefore has con­ 
cluded that it is worth the 
time to discuss at length the 
objectives and tactics of the 
United States in trying to 
keep the Chiang Kai-shek re­ 
gime on Taiwan in the world 
body while seating Peking. 
The United States, in tota­ 
ling up its support, also real­ 
izes that a number of nations 
simply have not made up 
their minds how they will 
vote on the China issue. 
The United States has prop­ 
osed 
two 
resolutions. 
One 
would make any effort to oust 
National China a 
so-called 
"important question” requir­ 
ing 
a 
two-thirds 
majority 
vote. The other 
resolution 
would call for the seating of 
Mainland China while retain­ 
ing a seat for the Nationalist 
Chinese. 
George 
Bush, 
U.S. 
Am­ 
bassador to the United Na­ 
tions, said Tuesday that he 
expected the voting to be "nip 
and tuck...very, very close.” 
T h e opposing resolution 
sponsored by Albania would 
seat Mainland China and ex­ 
pel Taiwan, a charter mem­ 
ber of the United Nations in 
1945. 
According 
to 
the 
latest 
American estimate there may 
be between 30 and 40 of the 
United Nations’ 130 members 
who have not yet decided how 
to vote. 
"There are degrees of sup­ 
port and degrees of opposi­ 
tion,” Bush told a briefing 
Tuesday. "There is a wide 
number of countries which re­ 
main somewhat flexible.” 
Rogers conferred Tuesday 
with the Mexican President 
Echeverria, and foreign min- 
I 
isters of Nationalist China, 


Morocco, Senegal, Singapore, 
Finland, Gabon, Portugal and 
Spain on the China question 
in hopes of assuring their sup­ 
port, U.S. officials said. 
Addtionally, it was speculat­ 
ed that the Washington an­ 
nouncement of the trip to Pe­ 
king of Henry A. Kissinger, 
presidential adviser on national 
security affairs, would aid the j 
U.S. position. 
U.S. officials disclaimed that 
there was any "organic connec­ 
tion” between the Washington 
announcement and American 
strategy at the United Nations. 
But some observers argued 
thusly: Peking says it would 
not accept a seat in the United 
Nations if Taiwan remains. Yet 
despite the American strategy, 
China is going ahead with ar­ 
rangements for President Nix­ 
on’s visit to Peking. 
Therefore, it could be con­ 
cluded that Peking’s opposition 
to U.S. strategy is not total and 
if the American plan succeeds, 
China might alter its position 
and take a seat.

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A Prison Guard s Lament 


‘The Prisoners Walk All Over s’

GRATERFORD, Pa. (NEA) 
— James Clark is a prison 
guard at the Pennsylvania 
Correctional Institute here in 
the Philadelphia suburbs. His 
job, at present, is turnkey at 
one of the huge iron gates 
that divides the prison’s main 
corridor. He is mandated to 
let no one in or out without 
proper authority. To do so 
would endanger not only Ins 
own security, but that of all 
the rest of the prison person­ 
nel. 
The other day, a prisoner 
wanted out the gate. 
“ Do you have a pass?” 
Clark said. 
“ Course 
I 
got 
a 
pass. 
Whattya think.” 
“ I have to see it.” 
“ Go to hell, man, go to 
hell.” 
Clark admits he got angry 
at the confrontation. He says 
he wanted to pop the prisoner 
in the eye. But he didn’t. He 
didn’t even turn the man in 
for insubordination. “ Because 
that never does any good.” 
Instead, sheepishly, and while 
the prisoner smirked, James 
Clark said he'd let him go this 
time with just a warning. 
“ What else could I do?” 
Clark agonizes. “ I mean, I 
can’t put my hands on him. 
And if I turned him in, the 
psychologist would just slap 
his wrists lightly and maybe 
blame me 
for provocation. 
That’s the way it is in prison 
today. A guard isn’t any thing 
at all. The prisoners walk all 
over us about half the time.” 
Clark’s lament, often heard 
in p r i s o n s t o d a y , 
is 
noteworthy for two reasons. 
First, it is often true. And 
second, it points out a poten­ 
tially disastrous problem for 
the nation’s penal system: 


Who these days wants to be a 
prison guard? 
The recruiting of critically 
needed prison line officers 
has always been something of 
a problem. But today it is 
more so than ever. As priso­ 
ners are exercising new found 
or newly granted privileges, 
guard authority is slipping. 
As a result, according to one 
corrections 
officer 
study, 
there is an 18 per cent annual 
turnover rate of guards in 
most American lockups. Ga- 
terford, for example, is down 
at least 50 men. Even the 
commander of the guard here 
says the situation is getting 
discouraging: " I had this one 
fellow in my neighborhood in­ 
terested in joining us. But 
then San Quentin happened. 
Then Attica. Now I couldn’t 
drag him in here.” 
Moreover, 
when 
recruits 
are found, they often drop out 
like 
flies 
during 
training. 
“ Once they find we 
don’t 
wear guns, or carry clubs,” 
say James Clark, “ they get to 
worrying. Next day, they call 
up and say they’ve changed 
their minds.” 
In many ways, Clark can 
sympathize with the legions 
of men in this nation who 
could not conceive of walking 
among 
convicted 
criminals 
without self protection. Some­ 
times he wonders why he took 
the job himself. And some­ 
times, he adds, “ my wife 
wonders more than me.” The 
duty 
frankly 
doesn’t 
have 
much draw to it. 
But Clark, somehow, likes 
it. 
Furthermore he’s 
dedi­ 
cated to it. To fill in Grater- 
ford’s inadquately staffed ros­ 
ter, he often works 14 hours a 
day. When he was insulted by 
a prisoner recently, he was 
working the first week of his 
vacation. 


“ I don’t know,” he says. 
“ There’s 
security 
here 
at 
least. But that’s not the rea­ 
son I stay. I suppose it's 
because I want to make so­ 
mething of myself. 
I 
was 
r a i s e d in a Philadelphia 
ghetto. I used to steal milk 
and break windows as a kid. 
So you see I can understand 
some of these men. I dan do 
something here. A lot of these 
people were like me as a kid, 
you know. They broke win­ 
dows too. Only they never 
stopped. So, 1 figure maybe I 
can help some of them now.” 
H e l p i n g them, however, 


isn’t easy. As a guard, James 
Clark is not part of the “ re­ 
habilitative” program at Gra- 
t e r f o r d . The psychologist 


doesn't seek his help. The 
doctor doesn’t ask his opinion. 
And the men look on him as 
just a screw. 


Also, Clark has an addition­ 
al burden. He’s black. Popu­ 
lar theory has it that he 
should profit from this be­ 
cause the prison is 80 per 
cent black. But the theory is 
wrong. “ I am actually treated 
better by the white inmates 
than the blacks. The blacks 
don’t trust me. They look at 
me as a Tom. I mean, they 
think I should be on their 
side, since we’re the same 
race. But how can I do that? 
My job is to be a guard, not 
another brother. So they give 
me hard times.” 
For putting up with the 
hard times, Clark is rewarded 
with $7,800 a year, plus pays 
his own hospitalization. And if 
he sticks with it until he’s 
65— “ That’s 36 years from 
now” —he’ll be eligible for a 
small state pension. 
Still, he intends to stay it 
out. 
That 
is 
if 
he 
sur­ 


vives—which in these Pmes is 
a growing question. At Gra- 
terford alone, 20 officers have 
been injured by inmates in 
the 
last 
18 
months. 
And 


James Clark has to wonder. 
“ 1 
had a friend 
of m ne 
stabbed here once. Ever since 
then, 
when 
the 
men 
arfc 
around, and somebody says 


something nasty, I get this 
feeling and find myself won­ 
dering how long it would take 
help to arrive if I really 
needed it.”

Washington Inmates Say 
Reforms Averted Tragedy 


SEATTLE (U PI) -Reforms 
instituted at the Washington 
State Penitentiary during the 
past nine months have headed 
off an Attica-type tragedy at 
the Walla Walla institution, 
two inmates said here Mon­ 
day. 
Gordy Graham, president of 
the newly formed Minimum 
Security 
Resident 
Govern­ 
mental Council at the prison, 
and Johnny Harris, president 
of 
the 
Maximum 
Security 
Resident Governmental Coun­ 
cil, visited Seattle with Lt. 
Jim Spalding, a prison offi­ 
cer, to discuss prison reform. 
“ Attica has helped our pro­ 
gram and brought corrections 
into focus,” Spalding 
said. 
“ People realize row change 
is a necessity. If we don’t 
have it we’ll have a similar 
situation in Washington.” 
Harris and Graham said an 
Attica-type confrontation was 
prevented 
at 
Walla 
Walla 
only 
“ because 
the 
powers 
that be” saw that something 
had to be done. 
“ We went on a strike here 
last December for the same 


sort of thing the prisoners at 
A t t i c a demanded,” Harris 
said. “ Haircuts and beards 
only were window dressing. 
Our real demands were for 
self-government, for non-cen­ 
sorship of mail, the right to 
practice our own 
religions, 
freedom of the press and oth­ 
er freedoms.” 
Graham said the program 
at Walla Walla wasn’t per­ 
fect. 
“ We don’t have all the an­ 
swers, 
even 
among 
o u r­ 
selves,” he said, “ but we’re 
sitting down and discussing 
our problems, and we’re get­ 
ting the cooperation of the 
majority of the staff and the 
majority 
of 
the 
residents 
now.” 
The 
inmates said 
major 
problems still existing in the 
prison include the need lor 
separate facilities for priso­ 
ners with 
mental 
illnesses, 
better school programs, par­ 
ticularly for blacks, black and 
minority 
representation 
cn 
the parole board, mere black 
counselors and an improved 
classification board.

Maryland farmer asked Con­ 
gress Monday to order federal 
licensing of dairy cooperatives 
and require them to disclose 
all their financial activities, 
including any political con­ 
tributions. 
Frank P. Parish, 75, from 
Taneytown, Md., urged the 
House Agriculture Committee 
to put “ teeth” into proposed 
regulations for milk market­ 
ing agreements. 
Parish has been waging a 
six-year legal battle to require 
full disclosure by the Mar- 
y 1 a n d and Virginia 
Milk 
P r o d u c e r s 
Association. 
Presently, he is asking the 
Supreme Court to hear his 
rase. In his prepared testimo­ 
ny, Parish exhibited a letter 
he wrote vn July to the Agr­ 
iculture Department asking if 
the American Dairy Associa­ 
tion is ” a vast source of poli­ 
tical contributions ” 
He said the Maryland and 
Virginia Milk Producers Asso­ 
ciation paid $360,000 to the 
American Dairy 
Association 
in 1970 “ for purposes that are 


not disclosed.” 
In responding to Parish’s 
letter, John C. Blum, deputy 
administrator 
of 
regulatory 
nroerams at the Agriculture 


department, said “ the milk 
orders currently in effect do 
not contain provisions relating | 
to the expenditures of funds 
deducted from producers and 
paid to the American Dairy 
Association for promoting ad­ 
ditional fluid milk use.” 
Parish also referred to a 
recent Wall Street Journal re­ 
port that $1 million in cam­ 
paign gifts from “ the grateful 
milk lobby” went to Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s re-election cam­ 
paign after Agriculture Se­ 
cretary Clifford Hardin raised 
government price-supports for 
milk. 
Parish said that there are 
69 dairy associations in the 
nation and questioned 
whe­ 
ther they are sources of poli­ 
tical contributions. 
Dairy producers sell milk to 
the cooperative associations 
which market it. 
In an interview before his 
house appearance, Parish said 
‘♦farmers are being deceived 
on the income and out<40 of the 
associations — and the root of 
the trouble is concealment.” 
Parish, who said farming 
has been “ just an avocation 
for 30 years,” is a former in­ 
dustrialist who formed natur- 
’al gas pipeline companies dur­ 
ing the 1920s.

Her own poetry, the brown­ 
eyed mother of two says, is 
a one-woman protest against 
the communication problem 
. she feels affects society. 
She says what she feels 
~-or has felt. 
There’s no 
\ chance of missing her point. 
For instance: 
—“An adequate love is one 
that can never be adequately 
described.” 
—Separated lovers some- 
» times have “an eight-sigh 
I day,” sometimes an “eight- 
day sigh.” 
—“There is more to love 
I ihan wanting it.” 
—“You stopped my aging, 
but not my growth; 
what 
f more can a woman ask of 
I love?” 
Even the titles of her poe- 
| try books skip the fancy stuff, 
such as: “How Come Holding 
Hands Feels So Good?” or 
“One and One Make Love.” 
At the same time, she ad­ 
mits, “I’m not an authority 
on love. No one is. Everyone 
has his or her own idea about 
it, but no one is an author­ 
ity.” 
Once her poems are pub­ 
lished, she said, they take a 
different aspect, slipping from 
a personal, highly sensitive 
these-are-my-feelings setting. 
“They’re no longer just mine 
at that point,” she said. 
Most of the reaction she re­ 
ceives —in person or by mail 
—is good, although she is 
quick to admit, “There are a 
lot of people my poems don’t 
appeal to. A lot of people just 


don’t care for this kind of 
writing.” 
T h e 
attractive 
poetess 
smiled softly and said her 
keep-in-simple style of express­ 
ing emotions in her poems is 
protest against the commu­ 
nication gap.

A report prepared by the 
s t a f f of the Coordinating 
Council for Higher Education 
details the problems caused 
by the law, which allows any­ 
one with $50,000 in assets to 
open a college or univers­ 
ity. 
Actually, you don’t even 
need the $50,000, according to 
Dr. Russell Riese, a council 
specialist on higher education. 
He says “some lawyers have 


just declared their law li­ 
brary is worth $50,000 and 
opened their own law school. 
“One guy just declared a 
painting he had was worth 
$50,000.” 
Of course, after opening a 
school it pays to have some 
prestigious faculty members 
with doctoral degrees. 


Solves Problems 
One man solved that prob­ 
lem the easy way. He opened 
his school and, the report 
says, his “first act was to 
grant himself a Doctor of 
Science degree.” 
Then he started giving de­ 
grees to students. He offered 
four: Master of Science in 
Psychological 
Counseling; 
Doctor of Psychotherapy and 
Counseling; Doctor of Psy­ 
chology and Doctor of Pastor­ 
al Counseling. 
The school is operating un­ 
der the section of the Educa­ 
tion Code which grants the 
right to issue academic or hon­

The report notes that you 
don’t have to like teaching to 
get into the university busi­ 
ness.

Riese says the only effec­ 
tive regulation the state can 
impose on the 
schools 
is 
through

against 
fraud and false advertising. 
Cases from the files of the 
state attorney general’s office 
are listed in the report to 
back its contention that more 
regulation is needed.

Monday it probably will seek 
another raise in the price of 
stamps next spring, meaning 
it would cost at least 9 cents 
to mail a first class letter. 
A postal spokesman said 
ivorkers would be the com­

crease, assuming that Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s economic con­ 
trols would allow it. 
The newly organized Postal 
Service raised the price of 
first class stamps from 6 
cents to 8 cents and air mail 
from 10 cents to 11 cents last 
May. The increases were put 
into effect on a “ temporary” 
basis even though thev have 
not yet been 
formally ap­ 
proved by the Postal Rate 
Commission. 
New increases 
can be put into effect in ab­ 
sence of action within 90 days 


by the rate group on a re­ 
quested hike. 
“ It appears as though we 
will have to ask for another 
raise next spring,” a spokes­ 
man for the Postal Service 
said.

death at a young age from a j 
rare nherited disease of the 
nervous system, which took 
the life of 13-year-old Patricia 
Ann. 
Kathleen is already unable 
to go to school. Charles is 
blind and Crystal is beginning 
to show early symptoms of 
the disease.

adm inistrator hinted that m a­ 
jor developments concerning 
the local economy are in the 
offing. 
Sharp’s first report to the 
council as city m anager did 
not include details, such as 
how much his proposal would 
cost. He said such informa­ 


tion would be carried in a 
more polished report to the 
council. 
He did say, however, his 
approach 
toward 
redevelop­ 
ment and revitalization could 
be carried out by using funds 
a l r e a d y included in the 
adopted budget. 
In his talk, Sharp suggested 
a concerted effort on the part 
of citizens, local government, 
cham ber of commerce, busi­ 
nessmen and others, would be 


needed 
to 
make 
the 
plan 
work. 
“What 
should 
our 
broad 
community goal and commit­ 
ment be?” he asked. “ Simply 
stated it is this: The oppor­ 
tunity for a life of fulfillment 
for every citizen residing in 
our city boundaries.” 
Sharp 
said 
that 
“ prelim­ 
inary to any genuine program 
of broad-gauged physical re­ 
development 
and 
revitaliza­

the city, concepts that will 
meet 20th century and 21st 
century needs of an urbanized 
society in a great metropoli­ 
tan area will have to be intro­ 
duced into our planning and 
building program .”

I am a senior citizen living on Social Security and Old Age 
Security and cannot afford to pay for the periodic blood trans­ 
fusions which I am required to have. 


My problem and reason for this letter (a friend is writing it 
for me) is that I need someone to replace the blood that 1 get, 
and must have, from the Red Cross. 


So far I have had to have 11 pints of hlood during the past 
two years and 1 have only been able to get four pints as replace­ 
ments. And I’ll require more transfusions from time to time. 


1 was just wondering if any of your readers would care to 
donate blood in my name to the American Red Cross. I have 
asked everyone I know and I can’t seem to find the replace­ 
ments. It doesn’t have to be my type of blood. Any donations 
in my name will be credited to me — Mrs. E. S., La Verne. 


Action Line has made arrangem ents with the Pomona Chap­ 
ter of the American Red Cross to accept blood for Mrs. E. S. 
from our readers and we hope the arrangem ents have not 
been made in vain. 


The request is timely since the Red Cross just opened its 
long awaited Blood Donors’ Center Tuesday. In the past it 
relied on periodic pilgrimages of a Bloodmobile from Los Ang­ 
eles. But last week it received its new equipment and will be 
opened on a regular basis. 


Blood donations are to be received on Tuesdays, between 3 
and 6:30 p.m., and Wednesdays, between 10 a.m. and 1:30 p.m. 
Appointments must be made by calling 629-7455. 


In October of 1970 we rented the house in which we are now 
living.

Winter is coming on and 1 am alone now, with my four little 
children. My husband left the home last week and 1 have no 
income of my own. —J. R., Montclair. 


The finance company claim s there is no agreement to refund 
the cleaning deposit while you still owe it money, but we 
managed to convince its officers it would be good business to 
do so. Unfortunately you are six months behind in your $10 
monthly payments and your refund will be only $40. 


The finance company also balked at replacing the heater. In 
a letter to you it said the house was inspected by the lender 
who took your loan and found it to meet his requirements. 
Action Line maintained that it may have met the bank’s re­ 
q uirem ent but it didn’t meet yours and the finance company 
is reluctantly supplying you with a replacement part. 


The company asks you to m easure the existing opening, and 
if possible get a model number and it will see that a new 
heater is furnished.

Claremont Planners Oppose Rezoning 
652 Acres of Nearby County Flatland

CLAREMONT - The Plan­ 
ning 
Commission 
Tuesday 
night recommended that the 
City Council use all resources 
available to protest rezoning of 
652 acres of prime flatland in 
county territory. 


“This land has always been 
within 
our 
sphere 
of 
in­ 
fluence,” said planning com­ 
missioner Enid Douglass, af­ 
ter hearing assistant planner 
Tim Cowell enum erate many 
adverse conditions which such 
a rezoning would produce. “ It 


could be a first-class m ess,” 
she said. 
County residents north of 
Base Line Road are asking 
that their property be rezoned 
f r o m 
agricultural 
15,000- 
square-foot lots to agricultur­ 
al 9,000-square foot lots. The 
m atter will come before the 
county regional planning com­ 
mission Nov. 16. 


Cowell told the commission 
that the planning staff feels 
that such a rezoning would 
undermine “ Much of our gen­ 
eral plan.” 


The flatlands north of Base 


Line Road contains most of 
the 800 acres at which the 
recently-adopted 
residential 
unit 
development 
ordinance 
w a s 
aimed, 
Cowell 
com­ 
mented. 


He explained that a 15,000- 
square foot lot would allow 
development of 2.4 homes per 
acre, while the 9,000-square 
foot lot would allow about 
four homes per acre. 


The bonus 
sytem 
of 
the 
RUD ordinance with 60 per 
cent open space would allow 
up to 4.1 units an acre. 


Cowell 
said 
that 
subdivi­ 


sions could be developed with 
septic tanks. 
“ We would have no way to 
insure annexation to the city 
before development,’’ he com­ 
mented. 
“The question whether the 
city would annex after devel­ 
opment would be moot,’’ Co- 
well said, noting that the m a­ 
jor adverse affect would be 
increased density and, there­ 
fore, increased population. 
He explained that under the 
bonus system the city might 
expect 360 units or an addi­ 
tional 1,250 persons, but under 
the 
reauesled 
rezompv 
the 


area would have 500 dwelling 
units or 1,750 persons. 
Cowell warned that it would 
result 
in 
increasing 
higher 
pressures for higher densities. 
“ The bonus system would be 
much more capable of handl­

population,”

He warned that the rezon­ 
ing would result in an ad­ 
verse affect on the Claremont 


School District and result in 
400 to 500 more elementary 
school children, and one more 


school than the four planned 
for the area. 


“The rezoning could lead to

opers,” Cowell said. 


"If the area were not an­ 
nexed, it would result in an 
awkward shaped city bounda­ 
ry ,” he commented. 


Cowell said that housing in

A Cardinal Writes 


An End to an Era 


It is usually left to posterity to pinpoint the ending 
of an era. 
Rarely in the usual confused course of events can 
a moment of history in the making, or changing, be 
recognized clearly for what it is. 
Such a moment, however, may be scon in the 
departure of Josef Cardinal Mindszenty from Hung­ 
ary, after more than 20 years of uncompromising 
confrontation with his country’s Communist over­ 
lords. 
The Hungarian primate is the last of the great 
church figures who stood against the post-World 
War II tide of Communist imperialism. Back when 
the split between East and West was fresh and the 
passions aroused still raw\ Eastern Europe was 
studded with them — Mindszenty in Hungary, Ar­ 
chbishop Aloysius Stepinac in Yugoslavia, Stefan 
Cardinal Wyszynski in Poland, Archbishop Josef Be- 
ran in Czechoslovakia. Men who by force of charac­ 
ter or circumstances came to symbolize both spiri­ 
tual and to a great extent political opposition to the 
new caesars of their countries. 
But times change and passions cool. Yugoslavia, 
the first dropout from the Soviet empire, was also 
the first to seek accommodation with the Church, 
releasing Archbishop, later Cardinal Stepinac in 
1951. Later, Archbishop Beran left Czechoslovakia 
and Cardinal Wyszynski, freed from prison in Po­ 
land’s false dawn of 1956, has since maintained a 
sometimes strained coexistence policy with the War­ 
saw regime. 
That left Mindszenty, for the past 15 years a be­ 
sieged guest in the American legation in Budapest 
where he had taken refuge during the 1956 uprising. 
There was a time, a decade back, when the Min­ 
dszenty question — would he leave Hungary and 
under what conditions — meant a great deal in the 
diplomatic maneuverings in central Europe and be­ 
yond. 
His departure now still makes news, but it is lar­ 
gely anticlimax. Times have changed. Pope John 
opened windows, in all directions. Vatican emis­ 
saries now visit Moscow. And the Church faces 
some of its most serious problems among the clergy 
and faithful of the West. 
An era of toe-to-toe confrontation between immo­ 
vable spiritual and irresistible secular forces has 
ended signifying not only the mellowing of political- 
religious antagonisms, which it does, and the mut­ 
ing or redirecting of Cold War passions, which it 
also does, but that both Church and State in a much- 
changed world have more pressing and meaningful 
demands on attentions and energies. 


Which Gasoline? 


Now that government has backtracked in the case 
of phosphate detergents, will it do the same with 
leaded gasoline? 
Evidence is accumulating that bad as lead may 
be (we really don’t know), in some respect non­ 
leaded or low-leaded gasolines may be worse, espe­ 
cially in their smog-producing capabilities. 
Despite hustle and ballyhoo by both the petroleum 
and automotive industries and the blessings of envi­ 
ronmentalists, motorists have not rushed out to buy 
the stuff, and not just because of 1he higher price. 
They are worried by claims that nonleaded fuels 
can cause damage to engines not specifically built 
to run on thorn. 
Chances are, however, that by the time anyone 
gets around to proving the environment harm, or 
lack of it, of loaded vs. unleaded gasoline, the na­ 
tion will have too big an investment in low-pollution 
engines designed to run on leadless gas to lie able io 
turn around. By the end of (ho 1972 model year, 
some 20 per cent oi ears on the road will l>e engi­ 
neered to use these fuels. 
But as one oil company executive, quoted in a 
recent issue of Business Week, said, “The tush to 
no-lead-low-lead gas has been a lesson in mass 
hysteria and panic marketing.“ 
Just like no-phosphate-lovv-phosphate detergents?

Oklahoma’s Sen. Fred Har­ 
ris, an able man brimming 
with anim al vigor, is working 
from a very dream y presiden­ 
tial script and has almost no 
one with real political expe­ 
rience aboard his campaign 
entourage. 
Some talented people who 
could have helped turned him 
down af the outset of his can­ 
didacy. It is an old story that 
he also lost at least a couple 
that he already had. 
Harris presently does not 
have a practiced delegate hun­ 
ter on his staff, and evidently 
isn’t planning to get one until 
early in 1972. 
Fall Itinerary 


He is getting enough money 
to keep moving around the 
country. His October schedule 
includes visits to Massachu­ 
setts. New Hampshire, Con­ 
necticut, New York. Pennsyl­ 
vania, Florida, Ohio, 
Mich­ 
igan, New Mexico, California 
and North Carolina. He hit 
some 20 states in the first se­ 
ven weeks of effort. 


Yet there is a strange ca­ 
sualness in 
both 
the 
con­ 
ception and the execution of 
this campaign. 
Harris insists no candidate 
can win the 1972 Democratic 
presidential nomination who 
does not get into the early 
prim aries. But he says he can 
survive these first tests and 
be 
an 
increasingly 
viable 
prospect if he simply does 
well—though does not win. 
He defines “doing well” as 
beating out some other candi­ 
date, as 
for 
instance 
Sen. 
George McGovern or Birch 
Bayh. 
The 
definition 
stops 
just short of saying H arris 
can build toward victory in 
later prim aries by avoiding 
last place in the early ones. 
In surveys of leader senti­ 
ment taken recently, I have 
found no evidence that such a 
showing would advance H ar­ 
ris. Indeed, Oklahoma sources 
told me that if their senator 
did no better than third in 
any of 
the first 
few 
pri­ 
m aries, he would not even 
have the “ favorite son” sup­ 
port of the Oklahoma delega­ 
tion at the July 10 Miami 
Beach convention. 
Checking about also turned 
up few signs of genuine back­ 
ing for Harris, nothwithstand- 
img his claims of appeal acr­ 
oss the board 
to the dis­ 
contented — the blacks, the 
Ohioans,. some of the young 
and the old. Almost nothing 
appears for him, of course, in 
the polls. 
Lesson For AH 
He is among several Demo­ 
cratic candidates who seem 
to feel that lack of poll status 
and nam e 
identification 
in 
1971 may be no great draw­ 
back in 1972, once the pri­ 
m aries get rolling. 
There may be a lesson for 
Harris and others, however, 
in a line from a play by the 
distinguished Lillian Heilman: 
“ There are no great mo­ 
ments unless you have a pile 
oi small ones to build upon.” 
A study by the Brookings 
Institution discloses that in 
U.S. presidential politics there 
is a very strong correlation 
between high rank in the polls 
and eventual nomination.

The FBI and State Depart­ 
ment have been squabbling 
behind the scenes over how to 
deal with Soviet espionage in 
this country.

KGB agent, who rode up to 
the British Foreign Office in 
a Soviet Embassy limousine 
and asked for asylum.

The British, once confronted 
with the documented evidence 
of Soviet spying, expelled 90 
Russians 
from 
the country 
and revoked the visas of 15 
others. The U.S. during the 
1960s expelled 11 Soviet Em ­ 
bassy officials, another 11 So­ 
viet UN employees. 
FBI Surveillance 
The FBI has accumulated 
enough evidence to justify the 
expulsion of several more So­ 
viets. But the State Depart­ 
m ent has opposed their ous­ 
ter, 
particularly 
in recent 
years, for the sake of Soviet- 
American relations. 
In order to promote the spi­ 
rit of dietente, the State De­ 
partm ent has 
preferred 
to 
overlook what it considers to 
be purely routine espionage. 


For instance, the FBI made 
a case against Oleg D. Kalu­ 
gin, a handsome Soviet news­ 
man - diplomat - agent, w h o 
tried to recruit a Greek immi­ 
grant for undercover work in 
the U.S. Under the assumed 
nam e of “Victor Kraknikov- 
ich,” 
Kalugin 
held 
secret 
trysts 
with 
the 
immigrant, 
John Makris, in hotel lobbies, 
restaurants, a Greenwich Vil­ 
lage bookstore and at various 
spots in the Bronx. 
They discussed a number of 
plans. First, Makris was to 
i n f i l t r a t e the anti-Castro 
movement in New York. La­ 
ter he was to move to Wash­ 
ington and set up a business 
front, then travel around the 
country as a bagman, dis­ 
tributing 
money 
to 
Soviet 
agents. At one point, Kalugin 
instructed Makris to cultivate 
a secretary in the FBI’s Man­ 
hattan office. 
But all the while, Makris 
was reporting to the FBI. The 
evidence 
justified 
Kalugin’s 
expulsion, but the State De­ 
partm ent didn’t want to rock 
the diplomatic boat. 
The FBI made a sim ilar 
case against Galina “ Galya” 
Utekhina, formerly the Soviet 
cultural attache in Washing­ 
ton. 
FBI 
agents 
soon 
dis­ 
covered she was promoting 
culture at softly tit restau­ 
rants where she dated promi­ 
nent figures from Capitol Hill, 
government agencies, 
West­ 
ern embassies and the United 
Nations. 
Again, 
the 
State 
Depart­ 
ment refused to take action. 
The battle between diplomacy 
and security, meanwhile, is 
still going on.

As rocks rip­ 
ped through the church win­ 
dows and fire bombs exploded 
outside, McGovern began col­ 
lecting rocks. “ What are you 
d o i n g ? ” demanded aide 
F r a n k 
Mankiewicz. 
The 
peace-preaching Senator ex­ 
plained quietly that he was

fight back. 


Slow Mail — The Navy’s in­ 
teroffice mail system makes 
even the bogged-down U.S. 
Postal Service look efficient. 
Naval inspectors, after a se­ 
cret study, reported: “A re­ 
cent series of tests was con­ 
ducted to record times re­ 
quired to process mail from 
receipt to arrival at action 
desks.” They found it some­ 
times took six days to deliver 
interoffice mail

The reason for this is 
to restrict the num ber of doc­ 
tors so they can continue to 
charge high fees. Thousands 
of high school graduates, who 
want to become doctors, are 
forced to take up other pro­ 
fessions. The more persistent 
go to foreign schools for their 
medical training. More than 
1,000 Americans, for example, 
attend a medical school acr­ 
oss the border in Guadala­ 
jara, Mexico. 


Fluctuating figures on the

But the outstanding 
fact is that the principal gov­ 
ernm ents of the world are 
discussing changes in the mo­ 
netary system. President Nix­ 
on 
in addressing members 
of the International Monetary 
Fund at a White House recep­ 
tion a few days ago, dealt 
with the subject in simplified 
term s. Art examination of the 
transcript of what he said is 
revealing. 


“ I would be less than can­ 
did,” declared Mr. Nixon, “ if 
I were not to say that there is 
a 
growing 
and 
disturbing 
isolationism developing in our 
country because of the burden 
that America has carried, be­ 
cause of two wars that we 
have fought since World War 
II, because of other devel­ 
opments in world affairs. But 
whatever you may read about 
what the attitudes of people 
may be with regard to the de­ 
sire to build new barriers for 
trade, with regard to the de­ 
sire for the United States to 
lay down the burden or lay 
down at least a great part of 
the burden we bear militarily 
and in term s of foreign assis­ 
tance around the world, with 
regard to the idea that the 
United States should turn its 
attention almost exclusively 
to the problems within and 
forget the problems without, 
those are not views that I 
share. They are not views 
shared by the Secretary (of 
the Treasury). They are not 
views that are shared, I trust, 
by the leaders of both m ajor 
parties in this country.” 


Defends Action 
The president defended the 
actions taken recently by the 
United States on the inter­ 
national front — the import 
surcharge, for instance — be­ 
cause he feels that, if this 
country is to play a world 
role and not “ turn inward,” it 
must be “strong and sound 
economically.” But, he added 
that, looking to the future, 
“ you can be assured of our 
cooperation in reducing bar­ 
riers of trade, rather than 
raising them .” 
The President stressed the 
fact that almost naif of the 
world’s population has been 
born since Worldi War II and 
that nations which were de­ 
vastated by the war now are 
“ strong and vigorous competi­ 
tors of other nations.” 
He 
stated: 
“ All of this m eans that the 
situation that the world con­ 
fronts today is totally differ­ 
ent than the one it was con­ 


fronted with 25 years ago 
when the United States had 
over half the world’s produc­ 
tion, with only seven per cent 
of the world’s people.” 


The President m ade a point 
which certainly would seem 
to indicate that m ilitary ex­ 
pense need not be substantial­ 
ly increased. He said: 


“ I think we should also, 
perhaps, agree that, as we 
look at the situtnon now, com­ 
pared to what it was then, 
and even 10 or 15 years ago, 
that today the dangers of w ar 
on a world scale aj-e sig­ 
nificantly less than they have 
b e e n . 
The 
challenges 
of 
peace, 
therefore, 
have sig­ 
nificantly increased.” 
The 
President placed 
an 
emphasis on economic devel­ 
opment in all countries. While 
he sees no possibility of a 
“one world” from a political 
standpoint, because of the dif­ 
ferences between nations, he 
suggested there is every rea­ 
son for trying to build a “one 
world economically.” He con­ 
tinued on this phase as fol­ 
lows: 


“ As we move toward one 
w o r l d 
economically, 
one 
world which is highly com­ 
petitive, but with rules of the 
game which are fair to all, 
this means that those political 
differences 
that 
otherwise 
would divide us can be sub­ 
stantially reduced.” 
Mr. Nixon m ade it clear 
that he is hoping the moneta­ 
ry experts will develop a new 
system and that he does not 
favor going back “ to one that 
has broken down from time to 
tim e,” He expects hard bar­ 
gaining between countries as 
the value of currencies in re­ 
lation to each other is estab­ 
lished, but he believes that it 
is the only way to bring a 
bout a monetary system that 
will win the cooperation of all 
countries. The President, in 
his concluding words, said: 


Aid to World Peace 


“ So, I say to you, I greet 
you today as bankers, 
as 
great experts in this field. I 
know that you will build well 
for the next 25 years as you 
have built well for the past 
25. I can assure you that as 
you help to develop this new 
monetary system you are not 
only doing something which is 
good for international finance, 
but you are making an im­ 
m easurable 
contribution 
to 
world peace.” 
It may take several weeks, 
if not months, to get agree­ 
ment from all foreign govern­ 
ments but in the foregoing 
quotations 
President 
Nixon 
has described the big problem 
before one of the most impor­ 
tant international conferences 
in history.

Gravel, D-Alaska, had vowed 
to “filibuster for as long as 
necessary” to defeat the ex­ 
tension measure. 
Their chief objection to the 
proposal was its 
“ watered- 
down” version of the Man­ 
sfield Amendment. 
Both senators claimed the 
original 
Mansfield 
Amend­ 
ment, 
calling 
U.S. 
w i t h- 
drawal from Vietnam within 
nine-months, along with the 
return of American POW’s, 
was im perative to U.S. na­ 
tional and international inter­ 
ests. They praised it as being 
the “strongest statem ent yet 
issued from either the Senate 
or the House concerning en­ 
ding the Vietnam W ar.” 
Cranston expressed his opi­ 
nion that unlimited Senate de­ 
bate, even if it fails to actual­ 
ly kill a proposal, does give 
the public enough tim e to ex­ 
amine Senate actions, before 
a bill becomes law. 
N o t i n g executive branch 
and Supreme Court decisions 


are seldom m ade public be­ 
fore implementation, 
Crans* 
ton said it is not so in the 
Senate. 
“ Once committees and con­ 
ferences have acted, our de­ 
bates, our arguments, our dif­ 
ferences are right out in the 
open,” 
he 
declared. 
“The 
public can participate ic and 
influence our decision-making 
process. But the extent to 
which they can do so effec­ 
tively depends on how long 
our debates go on.” 
Cranston 
adm itted 
disap­ 
pointment that the two-thirds 
m ajority, needed to suspend 
his planned debate, passed so 
quickly. The cloture passed 
by one vote. 
The senior senator said some 
of those voting for cloture did 
so only because they “didn’t 
like filibusters.” 
“ I think it is time some of 
us take a new look at what 
we are doing,” Cranston ur­ 
ged. “ When our dislike for 
filibusters becomes more im ­ 
portant to us than our distrst 
of the draft or our revulsion 
with Vietnam, then we ought 
to take another look at the 
filibuster, and its legitimate 
use.”

Mayor Keeps Eye Open 


SACRAMENTO 
(UP1) 
—The unresolved reapportion­ 
ment issue facing legislators 
has become complicated by 
the 1974 race for governor. 
The problem arose in the ri­ 
valry between Senate Demo­ 
cratic floor leader George R. 
Moscone of 
San 
Francisco 
and Assembly Speaker Bob 
Moretti of Van Nuys. 
Democratic 
sources 
say 
Moscone would like a “free 
ride” to enable him to run for 
governor without giving up 
his seat. Moretti, who would 
also like to run for governor, 
believes its only 
fair they 
should both go for broke. 
Moscone, 41, is now serving 
his second four-vear term, 
which expires in 1974. If he 
officially enters the guberna­ 
torial race, which he says he 
will, he must surrender his 
Senate seat. 
To avoid such a fate, Mos­ 
cone has 
asked 
colleagues 
drafting 
a 
reapportionment 


plan to give him a new num­ 
bered district and one which 
will require him to run for 
reelection 
next 
year, 
even 
though 
he won his second 
term in 1970. 
The strategy, the sources 
say, is to provide him with a 
four-year term beginning in 
1972 and a “free ride” in 
1974. If he loses the Demo­ 
cratic nomination, 
Moscone 
will still retain his Senate 


scat. 
However, the plan appar­ 
ently ran into resistance from 
Moretti, 35, an Assemblyman 
who runs every two years 
and, therefore, 
would auto­ 
matically have to give up his 
seat if he runs for governor. 
Assemblyman Jack Fenton, 
D-Montebello, a top lieutenant 
of Morctti’s, told Sen. Lou 
Cusanovich, R-Van Nuys, last 
week that if the Senate con­ 


sents to Moscone’s request, 
the Assembly will change the 
number back. 
Fenton acknowledged dur­ 
ing an interview that he told 
Cusanovich about the lower 
House plan, but denied he did 
so on Moretti’s behalf. 
“I wasn’t speaking for Bob­ 
by,” 
he 
insisted. 
“I 
was 
speaking off the top of my 
h e a d . ” Cusanovich, mean­ 
time, 
confirmed 
the 
con­ 


versation with Fenton. 
When 
a newsman

Moretti if he was trying to 
force his rival, Moscone, to 
also go for broke, he merely 
responded: “1 don’t intend to 
go to war with the Senate 
over reapportionment ” 
“The Senate is going to do 
its reapportionment. The As­ 
sembly is going to do its 
reapportionment 
and 
Con­ 
gress is going to do its reap­ 


portionment,” 
the 
speaker 
said. 
Lawmakers this year must 
draw new legislative and Con­ 
gressional District boundries 
based on population shift and 
growth the past decade. 
Traditionally, each 
House 
draws its own new district 
lines and the California con­

See Physician If Personality Shifts

DEAR DR. LAMB - Some­ 
time ago my husband had 
back surgery due to a bad 
fall.

Shortly 
after returning to work he 
would come home from work 
and yawn and yawn until bed­ 
time. This was unusual for 


him. He said he was just 
tired. 
A month later I noticed his 
personality had changed. He 
seemed pleased about every­ 
thing and smiled all the time 
—even when lying down rest­ 
ing the smile was there. 
He was not a happy person 
before. He was sober. You 


couldn’t 
tell 
if 
you 
were 
pleasing him or not. This 
change has been most frust­ 
rating. I don’t feel I know my 
husband any more. He is 58 
years old. 
He has 
gotten over 
the 
pleased expression now but 
he is still different. He forgets 
things and doesn’t seem to 


know what I’m talking about 
part of the time. The doctor 
suggested that he have 
a 
complete checkup but he re­ 
fuses to go. 
My intuition tells me he 
has been unfaithful but he 
denies this. Do I have a sick 
husband or does he have a 
sick wife? My intuition has

What is your opinion of the 
smiles and docile behavior 
pattern?

BRIDGE 
Trick Back 
With Interest 


By Oswald & James Jacoby 


In basic standard American 
or JACOBY MODERN the 
response of three of a minor 
suit to a one no-trump open­ 
ing suggests a 
slam. 
Ad­ 
vanced bidders usually prefer 
to respond with a Stayman 
two-club call and then bid the 
minor to invite the slam. 
Therefore, South knew that 
North was interested in a 
slam. In spite of holding a 
maximum 
no-trump, 
Soutn 
signed off at three no-trump 
because he only held two dia­ 
monds. 
North didn’t like no-trump, 
but since his partner had 
shown four spades he decided 
to let the hand play there. It 
was a good decision. South 
had 10 sure tricks and the 
heart lead gave him an 11th. 


The game was IMP team 
and it turned out to be quite a 
swing. North played five dia­ 
monds at the other table. A 
spade was opened. He went 
right up with South’s a trump 
and the club finesse. Then he 
m i s g u e s s e d t h e queen of 
hearts and managed to be set 
one trick. 
There is no interest to the 
play at three no-trump, but 
there is to five diamonds. 
North could have practically 
insured his contract by play- 
) ing the 10 of spades from 
dummy at trick one. This 
would present a spade trick 
to the opponents but West 
would be forced to give back 
that trick with interest later 
I in the play. 


‘Earth-Creeps’ 


Reported in 


Hollister Area 


SAN FRANCISCO (UP!) - 
An unusual cluster of “earth- 
| creeps" near Hollister was 
reported Monday by the fed­ 
eral Earthquake Mechanism 
Laboratory. 
The earth's crust along the 
Calaveras Fault moved about 
a third of an inch in a single 
July day, or almost as much 
as the fault’s usual creeping 
movement for an entire year, 
the laboratory said. 


Other “earthcreeps” were 
noted along the San Andreas 
Fault near Hollister. 
Just what this means has 
not been proven, but many 
scientists believe such creeps 
relieve pressure along faults 
and 
thereby 
decrease 
the 
danger of major earthquakes.

board of officers conduct a 
hearing on every such case, 
with the affected individual 
given the right to a lawyer. 
A 
House Armed 
Services 
subcommittee headed by Rep. 
Charles Bennett, D-Fla., chief 
sponsor 
of 
the 
legislation, 
found that the armed forces 
were turning increasingly to 
the administrative discharge 
route as legal decisions made 
it more difficult to oust men 
through courts-martial, where 
full legal safeguards are gua­ 
ranteed defendants. 
“The stigma of an undesi­ 
rable 
discharge 
follows 
a 
man throughout his life and 
is a severe hindrance to em­ 
ployment opportunity,” Ben­ 
nett said. “This bill will en­ 
sure that our men in uniform 
are accorded certain protec­ 
tions in basic rights in any 
proceedings under which they 
could be shackled with such a 
discharge.”

Soon, though, his shell rises 
majestically from the surface. 
From that point on, he pro­ 
ceeds with considerable con­ 
fidence and aplomb. He has 
no special, built-in life preser­ 
ver, but he rapidly swallows 
so much air that his stomach 
and 
intenstines 
provide 
a 
more than adequate flotation 
system for as long as it’s 
needed.

friend’s dog just had an oper­ 
ation for kidney stones. Is 
that a common problem in 
the dog?

Kidney stones

stone (calculi) may never be 
encountered by the average 
dog owner, yet the problem is 
frequently encountered by the 
veterinarian.

Dear H.O.: Any serious in­ 
jury, or disease, has some 
detrimental effect on the life 
span. 
It could be minimal 
here provided Girty takes her 
grounding 
gracefully.

should if you keep her con­ 
fined to her cage. If you turn 


her loose, she could shorten 
her life span considerably by 
flying on one wing and a pra­ 
yer. It won’t work, of course.

More than any fear the 
Communist Chinese may have 
of the United States is their 
concern over Japan. 
Some China students be­ 
lieve this concern may be the 
real reason behind the Com­ 
munist regime’s invitation to 
President Nixon to visit Pek­ 
ing. According to this theory 
the Chinese hope to drive a 
wedge between 
the 
United 
States and Japan and reverse 
what they believe is a grow­ 
ing Japanese trend toward 
militarism. 
A communique signed by 


the Chinese and a visiting 
group of Japanese legislators 
went into unusual detail in out­ 
lining the kind of relationship 
the Chinese would like to have 
with Japan. 
The communique demanded 
that Japan break relations 
with the Nationalist Chinese 
on Formosa and sign a new 
peace treaty with Peking. 
It declared that the “ United 
States 
must 
withdraw 
its 
armed forces and military in­ 
stallations 
from 
Indochina 
and other areas in the Far 
East.” 


Hopes Expressed 


It expressed the hope the 
Japanese people would establ­ 


ish an “ independent, demo­ 
cratic, peaceful, neutrul and 
prosperous Japan.” 
It rejected the “ two China” 
concept and expressed “ deep 
regret” that the government 
of Japanese Premier Eisaku 
Sato had agreed to co-sponsor 
U.S. resolutions in the United 
Nations which would preserve 
a U.N. seat for the National­ 
ists while at the same time 
seating the Peking regime 
and giving 
Peking 
China’s 
seat in the security council. 
The communique will be 
the subject of careful study in 
Tokyo. 
The makeup of the Japa­ 
n e s e 
delegation 
included 


members of Sato’s own Liber 
al Democratic party, pointing 
up a deep split involving not 
only Sato’s future but also se­ 
lection of his successor. The 
d e m a n d that the United 
States dismantle all its Far 
Eastern military installations 
goes farther than the Red 
Chinese had gone in past de­ 
clarations outlining their con­ 
ditions for establishing dipl­ 
omatic 
relations 
with 
the 
United States. 
Want U.S. Exit 
Those conditions demanded 
total U.S. withdrawal from 
Indochina and Taiwan (For­ 
mosa) but made no mention 
of Japan. 
__________ 


The conditions set forth for 
Japan apparently also include 
American bases on both Ja ­ 
pan and Korea, and presum­ 
ably the Philippines as well. 
The communique made no 
mention of Japanese war re­ 
parations to be paid to Pek­ 
ing, but the Chinese them­ 
selves have said they simply 
are waiting to present the 
bill. The Chinese Nationalists 
asked no reparations. 
The Japanese have good re­ 
lations with the Nationalists 
and do not want to see them 
lose their seat in the United 
Nations. On the other hand, 
J a p a n e s e trade with the 
mainland came to $825 mil­ 


lion in 
1970 and Japanese 
businessmen are eager to ex­ 
pand it. 
Historically, China has rea­ 
son to fear an aggressive mi­ 
litaristic Japan. 
But there is a real Irony in 
the Chinese insistance on to­ 
tal U.S. military withdrawal 
from the area A Japan stand­ 
ing alone certainly would be

Motorcycle 
Crashes Up 
14 Per Cent 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)— 
Motorcycle accidents in Cali­ 
fornia increased 14 per cent 
in 1970. More than half of the 
17,700 cycle crashes were col­ 
lisions with passenger cars or 
trucks, the Insurance Infor­ 
mation Institute reported last 
week. 
The institute said one out of 
every 32 of California’s 600,- 
000 motorcycles were involved 
in a fatal or injury accident, 
compared with one out of ev­ 
ery 45 automobiles. 
“ Insurance companies are 
noticing an increasing num­ 
ber of head-on collisions be­ 
tween 
passenger cars 
and 
motorcycles when the passen­ 
ger car is making a left 
turn,” the report said. 
The law requires waiting 
for opposing traffic to clear 
before making a left turn, but 
drivers apparently don t see 
oncoming motorcycles or mis­ 
judge the cycle’s speed, the 
institute said. 
The report suggested that 
car drivers preparing for a 
left turn should assume that 
any oncoming motorcycle is 
going faster than it appears. 
It also suggests that cyclists 
use headlights during the day. 


Divine Right

Said. The newspaper is an in­ 
dependent weekly managed 
by Catholic laymen. 
It said the report questions 
the doctrine 
“ that the 
12 
Apostles appointed immediate 
successors from whom in turn 
further successors were com­ 
missioned in an unbroken his­ 
torical chain.” 
The report also criticized 
the exclusion of women from 
the priesthood as further bin­ 
ding “ the church’s ministry 
to forms which are culturally 
conditional...” the story said.

California’s Department of 
Public Health has released a 
report concluding that “there 
is no direct 
evidence 
that 
residents 
of 
California 
are 
being adversely affected by 
mercury residues . . 
While some sports fish in a 
few areas of the state were 
found to have elevated levels 
of mercury 
in 
their flesh, 
most varieties of commercial 
fish and shellfish were found 
to contain only minor traces 
of the element. 
The study was conducted in 
cooperation with the Depart­ 
ments of Fish and Game, Wa­ 
ter 
Resources, 
Agriculture, 
the 
Water 
Quality 
Control 
Board and the University of 
California School of 
Public 
Health from July 1970 to July 
1971. 
Experts from the federal 
F o o d 
a n d 
Drug 
Admin­ 
istration, the Office of Water 
Q u a l i t y , and U.S. Public 
H e a t h 
Serivce 
also 
con­ 
tributed to the report. 
The study committee em­ 
phasized that 0.5 ppm (one- 
half part per million), 
the 
maximum allowable tolerance 
In commercial seafood estab­ 
lished by the U.S. Food and 
Drug Administration, is a va­ 
luable guideline, but existence 
of slightly higher or lower 
mercury levels in food does 
rot mean that consumption is 
therefore more or less dang­ 
erous. 
Dr. Ephraim Kahn, com­ 
mittee chairman, explained: 
“ If :t0 miles per hour is the 
legal speed limit, 29 mph is 
not necessarily much less ha­ 
zardous nor would 31 mph he 
extremely dangerous; the 0.5 
ppm 
mercury level 
is 
the 
same kind of guideline.” 
In reaching its conclusion, 
the committee reported" . . . 
much remains to be done in 
terms of monitoring mercury 
residue levels in the diet and 
discovering more about the ef­ 
fects of mercury on man and 
the environment.” 
T h e 
report 
emphasized 
there have been no known 
cases of mercury poisoning in 
California attributable to eat­

sented by fish which 
store 
mercury

its 
methylated 
form. 
“This accumulation in fish 
is the result of the methylat- 
ing action of micro-organisms 
on mercury lying on the bot­

Canapes Are Returning for Fancy Social Affairs 


Canapes 
are 
making 
a 
comeback! 
A few years ago when a 
tray of canapes appeared an 
the cocktail circuit, it was a 
safe bet the party had been 
catered. 
Few 
do-it-yourself 
hostesses were willing to take 
the time to make the bite-size 
appetizers. 
But no longer are canapes 
served only by the caviat 
crowd, according to an infor­ 
mal poll of young hostesses. 
They’re tired of the old dips 
and chips routine and are 
looking for fancier fare for 
special occasion parties. In 
fact, some of these young 
sophisticates 
claim 
they’re 
competing with each other in 
canape creativity. 
Canapes need not take as 
much last-minute time as it 
would seem. Secret is the sog- 
proof and nonbreaking thin- 
sliced bread cut in various 
shapes, buttered and toasted 
— prepared up to two weeks 
ahead 
of 
the 
party. 
The 
spreads may be made in ad­ 
vance also. 
Then 
that 
pre-party 
as­ 
sembly is quick and easy. 
T h e 
results 
would 
rouse 
jealousy from any catering 
chef. 
The bread can be cut in a 
variety of ways — larger 
bites for the milder toppings, 
small bites for the stronger, 
highly seasoned canapes — to 
provide interesting patterns 
on the platter. 
A tray of canapes set up for 
a garden party may include 
Roquefort cheese spread eged 
with pimiento strips, ham and 
cheese roll-ups atop mustard- 
buttered toast, cream cheese 
nexts filled with red caviar, a 
sardine atop sardine-buttered

toast and a slice of ripe olive, 
liver paste balls with sieved 
hard-cooked egg yolk, ancho­ 
vy paste with slices of olives, 
dill buttered toast topped with 
cherry tomato slices and tiny

Inside-But Ham-Wiches 
Cut 
thin 
sliced, 
toasted 
bread into thin strips, spread 
with mustard-horseradish and 
roll each in thin sliced ham;

pers from the test kitchens of 
the American Bakers Associa­ 
tion:

many appetizing spreads for 
canapes.

for 
toppings, 
there’s almost no limit. Can­ 
ape bases may be varied with 


different kinds of bread. 
Another Party Pleaser 
Rolled sandwiches are fav­ 
orites for tea parties. And you 
don’t have to have unsliced 
bread to make them. 
Use 
regular or thin-sliced baker’s 
bread, 
remove 
crusts 
and 
flatten each slice with rolling 
pin;

ling. Place on damp tea towel 
and carefully roll, fasten each 
end with toothpick; wrap in 
waxed paper and store in ref­ 
rigerator.

How do you 
bridge 
the 
fresh vegetable gap in your 
child’s diet? Use your ing­ 
enuity, not your anxiety, say 
the people who market vege­ 
tables. Food and child behav­ 
ior 
consultants 
offer these 
ideas for putting “ munch” in 
his menu. 
First of all. don’t use food 
as a reward, or take it away 
as a punishment. Food or 
meals should have little emo­ 
tional connotation. The best 
results are gained when the 
mealtime is relaxed and hap­ 
py with no sense of pressure 
or hurry. 
Introduce your child to dif­ 
ferent tastes and munchy tex­ 
tures from the time he is able 
to chew, at 2l/2 on the aver­ 
age. At this age he will be 
able to manage such finger 
foods as celery sticks (from 
tender inner stalks) spread 
with a dab of cottage cheese, 
peanut butter or favorite jel­ 
ly; carrot curls, tiny lettuce 
c h u n k s from inner heart 
leaves, parboiled cauliflowe- 
rets, banana chunks or cu­ 
cumber spears. 
To make sure your child 
chews thoroughly and slowly, 
start 
doing 
something 
as 
simple and basic as including 
a piece or two of crisp lettuce 
in every single sandwich he 
eats. When there is lettuce in 
the sandwich, you know he 
will have to chew. Eating is 
slowed automatically, diges­ 
tion is better. 
Meal games are another 
s t r a t e g y for introducing 
munch into their lunch. For 
example, try a foreign-flavor 
lunch on your pre-schoolers 
or older children. 


Island Lunch 
Choose larger crisp iceberg 
lettuce leaves. Wrap one or 
two around a slice of cooked 
ham, bologna, or luncheon 
meat. Place the meat on top 
of the lettuce and roll up. 
Place several on a plate, and 
eat with the fingers. To round 
out the tropical theme, eat 
this island-type food with corn 
c hips or 
wheat wafers, 
a

consumption of milk in all 
forms is expected to remain 
close to the 557 pounds esti­ 
mated for 1970. Per capita 
consumption of low fat dairy 
products will increase as con­ 
sumption of high fat items de­ 
clines slightly. 
The move in dairy farming 
in the 1970’s will be toward 
larger, more highly organized 
d a i r y 
operations. 
Bigger 
h e r d s , bigger 
processing 
plants and larger cooperative 
marketing organizations will 
be part of the changing dairy 
industry. 
A major factor in improv­ 
ing the dairy picture is the in- 


crease in support prices by 
the government. More federal 
spending in the government 
surplus removal program has 
changed dairying into a mo­ 
ney-making business in com­ 
parison with other types of 
farming. 
This renewed 
interest 
in 
d a i r y i n g has slowed the 
steady decline in the number 
of dairy cows. Milk cows on 
farms as of January 1 totaled 
12.4 million, down one percent 
from 1970. 
Average annual 
decline in cow numbers has 
been three percent for the 
past 10 years. 
Increased per-cow produc- 


tion has more than countered 
the decline in herd size, how­ 
ever. Average annual output of 
9,370 pounds per cow in 1970 
was 33 percent higher than in 
1960 and 75 percent higher 
than in 1950. 
Fuiure of Dairying 
Experts differ in their pre­ 
dictions for the future of the 
dairying industry. One USDA 
economist predicts dairy sur­ 
pluses will decrease while a 
university 
dairy 
specialist 
thinks increased government 
purchases will enlarge 
the 
dairy surplus stockpile. 
Recently, a leading d a i r y 
journal noted editorially that 


“ the outlook statements by 
land-grant college economists, 
and even the USDA outlook, 
must be accepted with the 
full knowledge of the limit­ 
ations under which the pro­ 
jections are made.” 
However, dairy industry ex­ 
perts do agree on certain 
points, basing their predic­ 
tions on the status quo. By 
1980 they expect the following 
changes to occur: 
—Half of the 400,000 dairy 
farms will be gone with small 
dairy farms practically ex- 
t i n c t . 
Commercial 
dairy 
farms with sales over $10,000 
will double. 


—Cow numbers will decline 
about 30 per cent to nine or 
10 million with production per 
cow increasing by 30 per cent 
to 12,000 pounds annually. 
—Number of cows per farm 
will triple and the average 
number per dairy farm will 
be 75. 
—Larger 
herds 
and 
in­ 
creased production per cow 
will quadruple milk proeuc- 
tion per man from 250,000 
pounds at present to around 
one million pounds. 
—The dairy industry will 
launch 
aggressive 
advertis­ 
ing, promotions, public 'rela­ 
tions, merchandising, educa- 


tional an new product deevl- 
opment programs. This will 
reduce competition from imi­ 
tation dairy products and in­ 
i’ r e a s e 
per 
capita 
con­ 
sumption of low fat dairy pro­ 
ducts. 
The experts 
also 
predict 
that farmers’ marketing of 
dairy products will become 
more complex. They note that 
elements of the dairy industry 
which produce, 
process 
or 
market 
dairy 
products 
as 
they did during the sixties 
will be out of step in the se­ 
venties. 
Marketing 
organizations 
will become fewer and larger. 


They will be able to improve 
farm pickup and delivery of 
milk to plants, thereby 
re­ 
d u c t i n g farm-to-plant and 
o v e r-the-road transportation 
charges. New, larger plants 
will replace small obsolete 
dairy plants. These will be lo­ 
cated strategically to 
min­ 
imize hauling costs and will 
allocate milk supplies to man­ 
ufacturer products in line with 
current market demands. 
Such plants will help reduce 
d a i r y manufacturing costs 
and return more retail dollars 
to the dairy farmer. 
Any way you look at it, 
dairy farming is big business.

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Gallons of Soup 
Built Reputation 


NEW 
YORK 
(NEA) - 
Countermen at one of the 
world’s newest, 
most 
“ in” 
soup kitchens have been lad­ 
ling 100 gallons of a young 
Frenchman's concoctions each 
day into bowls for Fifth Ave­ 
nue regulars. In another year 
residents of other cities may 
enjoy the experience. 
The soup — peach, borscht, 
vichyssoise, 
cream 
of 
chi­ 
cken, 
black 
bean—plus 
an 
apple Betty, chocolate mousse 
or cheese 
and 
fresh 
fruit 
costs $2.25 and a glass of 
wine is extra. 
“ That’s really not expensive 
when you consider 1 must pay 
$1.85 for a bad sandwich at a 
counter and leave a 30 cent 
tip,” Jacques Pepin, super­ 
soup chef for La Potagerie, 
stresses. 
La Potagerie owes its name 
to the French word for soup, 
“ potage.” It is one of many 
restaurants opening in 
this 
city of millions who love to 
cat anything. It clearly repre­ 
sents the future of restau­ 
rants throughout the country. 
La Potagerie is highly specia­ 
lized. 
Its owners, ranging in age 
from 35 to 45, all have restau­ 
rant backgrounds. According 
to Artie Katz, a principal, 
“ La Potagerie was built as a 
prototype. 
We 
spent 
more 
than ordinary.” It cost $300,- 
000-plus. in cash, for the first 
La Potagerie on Fifth Avenue 
near 46th Street where people 
line up each day. “ The others 
can be done for $200,000,” he 
s a y s . 
Industrial 
designer 
George Nelson and Co. used 
imported terra cotta, glazed 
deep-blue tiles, untreated wood 
finishes and, as a special fil­ 
lip, a real, flowing waterfall. 
"Our idea is to cater to the 
future. To provide the advan­ 
tages of a cafeteria—all food 
is served from a counter on 
trays and taken to the table 
by a hostess—but do away 
with the disadvantages.” 
Katz feels all the outlay 
worth every $1,000. 
“ Unlike so many quickfood 
chicken or barbecue take-out 
joints, we don’t plan to be all 
things to all people. If this 
place starts selling hambur­ 
gers, it won’t do it with us 
around." 
Current plans, he explains, 
are to work out La Potagerie 
branches in Manhattan near 
Bloomingdale’s 
department 
store and in Wall Street, Lin­ 
coln 
Center, 
the 
Garment 
Center. These would be serv­ 
ed bv a central commissary. 
THEN: 
The firm would move to 
major cities—Chicago, 
Det­ 
roit, L.A —picking high (and 
h u n g r y ) consumer traffic 
areas. 
“ We would like to join with 
a major food company such 
as 
Campbell’s 
or 
General 
Foods, since they have mar­ 
keting and financial know­ 


how,” Katz says. “ We really 
don’t want to franchise. Air­ 
ports also are good spots and 
ski resorts. We have no pro- I 
tection for our idea. 
“ You can’t patent a soup > 
restaurant.” 
H o w e v e r , Katz has a j 
“ haute cart” —their chef de 
cuisine, Jacques Pepin. 
Pepin began his gourment 
career at his mother’s apron. 
The family had a respected 
restaurant in Lyon. France, j 
Today he admits his mother 
and female cousins will not 
let him in the kitchen when 
he goes home. 
From Lyon he apprenticed 
in the kitchens of the Plaza ! 
Athenee, La Grande Macevill 
and Fouquet’s in Paris. The 
late Charles de Gaulle (and 
h i s successors) 
considered 
him a superb chef. 
In 1959, Pepin came to New 
York without a job and work­ 
ed for the late, hypercritical 
Henri Soule at Le Pavilon un­ 
til most of the employes quit 
in a fit of temperament. Then 
Pepin started a 10-year stint 
with Howard Johnson’s, creat­ 
ing new food products such as 
beef burgundy. 
“ This 
was 
important. 
1 
learned 
the 
chemistry 
of 
cooking. In France, 1 knew 
when to tell someone to take ] 
something out of the oven but I 
could not explain why. At ’ 
Hojos I learned about con­ 
trolling 
bacteria, 
business, | 
marketing and how to get 
along with people." 
As 
important, 
Pepin 
is 
working on an advance de­ 
gree at Columbia University. 
This would be impossible in 
France, he expalins. “ We in 
the kitchen worked in 
two 
shifts, 5 a.m. to 10 a.m. and 9 j 
p.m. to 2 a.m. I never had 
time for school." 
He is happy the French 
peasant habit of eating soups 
is 
enjoyed 
in 
the 
United 
States. In Europe, soup is 
usually served only at even­ 
ing meals, but in his home j 
area of Lyon and Provence 
“ we eat lots of hearty soups j 
with a meat base.” 
Pepin likes hamburgers and 
hot dogs, “ when done prop­ 
erly," but still admits it took 
him 10 years to accept the 
spiciness of cloves and cinna­ 
mons used in American apple 
pie, for example. Now he 
spices such things as peach 
soup for the American taste 
but still makes La Potagerie 
cream of chicken soup as it is 
done in France. 
Again according to Katz, 
“ The customer response to this 
venture is unlike any I’ve ex­ 
perienced in 
the restaurant 
business. I’m not exaggerating 
when I say we are getting 
a money return lots faster than 
most first-year restaurants,” 
And that’s not a soupcon of 
bragging in 
a 
time 
when 
scads of restaurants here are 
closing each month.

The age-old bit of advi< e — 
“ When in Rome, do as the 
Romans do” —makes 
sense. 
There is even more sense to 
eating as the 
Romans do. 
About which, we consulted 
Naomi Barry, a well-known 
food expert who lives in Paris 
and Rome most of the time, 
contributes regularly to the 
Paris Herald and is author of 
“ Rome at Table,” the most 
up-to-date intimate guide to 
eating in Rome. 
Rome is a world of extrava­ 
gance, exuberance and exag­ 
geration. This applies also to 
, its restaurants. 
“ But service in them is 
rather bumptuous. The suave 
Italian waiters are all work­ 
ing in New York or London. 
So don’t expect smooth serv- 
S ice. The Romans don’t. Yet 
j they eat well,” she says. 
“ Everyone eats late. Lunch 
i is around 1:30. Dinner at 9:30 
; or later. Sometimes even at 


I u *”Romans love their midnight 
snack. Pizza is the favorite. 
' Good pizzas are made with a 
wafer thin base. 
“ Good Roman pasta is one 
of the most comforting things 
I in the world. But it should be 
made fresh everyday, prefer- 
, rably by mama in the kitch­ 
en. 
“ Ravioli stuffed with spi­ 
nach and ricotto cheese is 
considered the most delicate 
form, And I’ll tell you so­ 
mething—pasta, in whatever 
form, never tastes as good 
out 
of 
Italy,” 
insists 
thus 
frequent contributor to Gour­ 
met magazine. 
Rome loves lamb. 


“ But in recent years, the 
T-bone steaks from Florence 
have grown in popularity with 
Romans,” reports Miss Bar­ 
ry. “ Fresh peas appear on al­ 
most every menu. They are 
exceptionally sweet and har­ 
vested several times a year. 
A dish of these fresh peas 
plus a few bits of ham be- 
c o m e s 
a 
gastronomical 
delight." 
Artichokes grow 
furiously 
around the Roman country­ 
side. And Italian cooks know 
how to serve them. 
“ Wine served in open ca­ 
rafes is called vino scetto. I 
think in most cases it is the 
most desirable and inexpen­ 
sive. The white wine gener­ 
ally comes from nearby Fras­ 
cati. There is an excellent red 
wine from Grattlnara." 
Americans are great coffee 
drinkers. 
But 
the 
Italians 
outdo them in their passion 
for the drink. Romans want it 
strong and very black, their 
beloved espresso. 
“ About 
restaurants—well, 
originally the trattoria was a 
simple place, like the French 
bistro. The ristorante was on 
a classier level. In 
recent 
years, 
however, 
the 
cate­ 
gories have become mixed. 
Sometimes the modern trat­ 
toria is more expensive and 
attracts a more fashionable 
crowd. But they do have this 
in common—both provide you 
with a damp table napkin, a 
sign of Rome,’’ she concludes.

Like people, some baked 
goods take to traveling better 
than others. Bar cookies are 
among the best travelers to 
both domestic and distant 
overseas locations. 
The length of the journey 
and destination make a differ­ 
ence in the type of packaging 
used. Heavy corrugated boxes 
are 
convenient 
and 
satis­ 
factory for most normal mail 


Variation 
On Quiche 
Lorraine 


From the country kitchens 
of the French province of 
Lorraine comes the delectable 
cheese pie, Quiche Lorraine. 
So favored is this basically 
simple specialty — even by 
connoisseurs—that one restau­ 
rant, at least, the delightful 
Boule d’Or in Paris, has built 
a fine reputation with its ver­ 
sion of the quiche. 
The classical French recipe 
calls for a pastry shell filled 
with a custard mixture of 
eggs, cream or milk, Gruyere 
(Swiss) cheese and, often, 
bits of bacon or onion. Listing 
the ingredients in this manner 
sounds prosaic but the results 
are heavenly, especially when 
the pie is served hot. 
Tuna Quiche is just as ele­ 
gant and inexpensive as its 
namesake and just as easy to 
make. The Tuna Quiche is a 
treat as an appetizer when 
cut in small wedges. But it 
can also serve as a satisfying 
branch, lunch or supper main 
dish, since the canned tuna in 
vegetable oil, which forms the 
base of this recipe, is compa­ 
rable to lean beef in complete 
protein. And its pleasant fla­ 
vor and substance offer inter­ 
esting variety to family meals 
and entertaining.

It is essential to use metal 
containers sealed air-tight as 
possible if the package is 
being sent to a tropical cli­ 
mate. Also, it’s advisable to 
send several small packages 
under five pounds rather than 
one large package. 
To cushion the cookies for 
their trip choose from excel- 
s i o r , s h r e d d e d paper, 
crumpled paper napkins, pa­ 
per toweling or waxed paper. 


Unbuttered popcorn, a popu­ 
lar filler for domestic mail­ 
ing, is not recommended for 
overseas mailing since it ab­ 
sorbs odors and moisture. But 
if it is used, a note should he 
i n c l u d e d warning that it 
should not be eaten because it 
might cause illness. 
If using a corrugated box, 
line it with foil or plastic 
film; this is not essential for 
metal cans. Wrap four to six 
of the same size cookies to­ 


gether, in foil, plastic wrap or 
plastic bags and seal securely 
with freezer tape. Place the 
heaviest cookies on the bot­ 
tom and layer the wrapped 
cookies with cushiony mate­ 
rial. 
Outer wrappings are equal­ 
ly important, especially for 
overseas mailing. Use plain 
heavy paper—the kind used 
for grocery bags. 
Print the address clearly. 


Use permanent ink or cover 
the printing with clear plastic 
tape or colorless nail polish. 
Be sure to mark the package 
“ Perishable—food” with the 
hope that it will receive more 
rapid and careful handling. 
Fourth class mail should be 
satisfactory for short domes­ 
tic travel; air mail is best for 
l o n g e r distances and for 
overseas shipment. 
And now a few precautions 
about what foods to mail: 


—Bar and drop cookies are 
best travelers. 
—Fruit in the cookies helps 
keep them soft. 
—Brownies can usually be 
relied on to arrive in fresh 
and tasty condition. 
—Delicate, tender cookies 
are apt to crumble when han­ 
dled roughly in the mail. 


—Very 
moist 
breads 
or 
cakes 
may 
develop 
mold 
quickly and are risky when 


the journey is a long one. 
—Frosting tends to become 
dry and brittle; cookies and 
cakes should be mailed un­ 
frosted unless you are sen­ 
ding them to a nearby loca­ 
tion or via a quick airmail 
trip. 
—Most nut breads are not 
good 
choices 
for 
mailing 
when their destination is a 
military post in a tropical 


country.

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Springers and Flippers 
Know Danger Signals 
Of Spoiled Food Cans 


By CARLTON SMITH 
Do you know how to recognize “springers” and 
“ iUppers" when you encounter these danger sig­ 
nals? Clue: 
You meet them on your grocery 
shelves. 
They’re signs of spoilage in canned food. Knowing 
how to spot 
the symptoms of spoiled or con­ 
taminated canned foods can do a lot more than save 
you the cost of the food, when you find you have to 
dump it. It can stand between you and serious ill­ 
ness . . . even death. 
You can’t rely on your sense of smell and taste, 
no m atter how keen, to detect tainted food. Botul­ 
ism, the deadly poison that touched off the recent 
nationwide hunt for contaminated vichysoisse, can 
be present without affecting ordor or taste. 
When inspectors of the Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration launched their massive search for toxic 
cans, here’s what they looked for to ferret out the 
potentially dangerous from among the thousands on 
the shelves: 
The first danger signal you’re like to recog­ 
nize—the most obvious—is something wrong with 
the shape of the can. It bulges. 
A “soft swell,” to the FDA inspectors, is a bulge 
that will give under pressure of the fingers. A “hard 
swell’ won’t give, even when considerable force is 
applied. 
These are two of the symptoms that indicate the 
possibility of gas being generated inside the can, by 
fermentation—or something more deadly. 
Another is the “springer.” Press on the top of the 
can (or the bottom) and it goes in with a pop. Let 
up. and it pops out. 
Similar to the springer is the “flipper.” The dif­ 
ference is that when you press on the top, it pops in 
and the bottom pops out—or vice versa. 
Any of these are indications of abnormal pres­ 
sures within the can, and a warning that the con­ 
tents may be spoiled or infected. Don’t just put such i 
a can back on the shelf; a less alert shopper may | 
come to grief with it. Take it to the manager. 
A “leaker” is a can that leaks, and not many 
shoppers would wittingly add it to the shopping bas­ 
ket, but the FDA adds it to the list of danger sig­ 
nals to look for. 
What about dented cans? A small dent in an oth­ 
erwise healthy looking can probably is no cause for 
alarm, says an FDA expert. But a sizable dent may 
have fractured the lining inside the can, bringing 
the food into contact with bare metal. And if the 
affected area involves a dent in the seam, either 
around the top or down the side, the seam may 
have opened. 
A rust spot on a can? It may be harmless—but 
there’s also the possibility that it was caused by a 
leak. Or, even more seriously, that unhealthful con­ 
tents have turned highly acid, eating through the 
metal.

Bailey Gets 


His Kicks 


Tony Bailey is a rookie football player at Claremont-Mudd. 
Most freshmen gridders in four-year institutions are called 
rookies. But Bailey really is one. 


He’s played exactly three gam es — all this season for coach 
John Zinda’s undefeated Stags. 


Bailey, 17, hails from San Juan, Trinidad where he played 
soccer, not football. 
Zinda and his staff didn’t know quite what to expect from 
Bailey when he first reported to practice. “ He said he was a 
quarterback and a tight end,” Zinda said. “ He said he always 
wanted to play football but never had the opportunity, so we 
gave him a look.” 
The look has turned into the No. 1 placekicking job for Bailey. 
“ He’s got good speed and he can kick,” Zindia said of the 
6-1, 185-pounder. “ He may develop into a fine football player 
ina couple of years — not just as a kicker. 
“ He’s got good athletic talent and he’s trying to develop it. I 
doubt if he’ll play much this year, but he keeps trying. He’s 
got that rare kind of raw talent. 
“ Right now,” Zinda continued, “ his biggest problem is in­ 
consistency. He’s got a great leg and when he connects it’ll go. 
But, when he misses, it won’t.” 
Bailey has connected on seven of nine extra point attem pts 
in C-M’s three wins this year and is one-for-four in the field 
goal departm ent. The field goal was a 35-yarder, which isn’t 
bad for a rookie. 


Will Get Better 
Zinda expects Bailey to show a great deal of improvement 
before he’s through with football. 
“ In practice,” the youthful coach says, “ he’s hit from 63 and 
64 yards out. He could better than Tom Lundy, our great 
kicker of a couple of years ago. 
“ Lundy holds the school record for a field goal1 at 47 yards,” 
Zinda said, “and Bailey definitely has a better leg than him, 
although Lundy was more consistent. We expect Bailey to 
break Lundy’s record, but we 
don’t want to put too 
much 
pressure on him as a freshman. He’s got four years to develop.” 
In the Stags’ first gam e of the season against St. M ary’s, 
Bailey received the biggest ovations of any player from the 
fans when he just barely missed a pair of field goals — one 
from 51 yards. The ball was right on the mark, but fell short 
of the crossbar by inches. 
“ I felt a little bit of pressure,” Bailey admits, “ but I thought 
I could have made it.” 
Bailey missed his first extra-point attem pt of the year 
against St. M ary’s, but then hit for seven in a row before 
having one blocked against Pomona last Saturday night. 
Besides placekicking, Bailey is now thinking about playing 
defense. He made his first tackle of the season after kicking 
off against Pomona last week. 
“ I found out I like to hit,” he said. “ We have some pretty 
good tight ends, especially in Wil Wilkins, so I think I’ll try to 
play defense.” 
Bailey has been in the United States more than a year and 
finished his high schooling at Los Angeles Jordan. 


Noi Interested 


“ I was never too interested in high school and never even 
watched the gam es," he adm its, “but then, nobody watched 
Jordan’s games. 
“ I did like to watch the college and pro games, though. I 
don’t really have ambitions to piay pro ball — 1 like to kick 
just for the fun of it.” 
Bailey practices his kicking for a “ few minutes” every day. 
He’s been kicking and playing soccer ever since he was four, 
so he knows what he is doing. 
“ My lack of experience in playing football has probably 
ham pered me in every aspect except kicking,” he said, “and 
it doesn’t m atter that much there. The coaches have helped 
m e in things like getting my timing down. 
“ I don’t think I like punting too m uch,” he adds, “ I like to 
get a running start ait the ball.” 
Bailey, who won’t be 18 until November, is m ajoring in poli­ 
tical science and hopefully will persue either a law or econom­ 
ics eaireer. “ I’ll be more decided by next year.” 
“ A lot of other coaches will think I went all the way to 
Trinidad to recruit him ,” laughs Zinda, “ but I didn’t.

when asked why Karras had 
been denied use of the press 


box 
Sunday 
in 
connection 
with his work for the Free 
Press. 
The reason, Smith said, “ is 
quite simple. Under terms of 
his contract, we are to pay 
him this year and next in full 
($35,000 a year). If any one 
under contract wants his own 
television show or writes a 
press column they must ask 
our permission. 
I’ve never 
been asked by Karras or by 
the paper for that permis­ 
sion. ’ 
“ If the contract’s good for 
him, is it good for us?’’ said 
Smith. “ I don’t know. That’s 
the question our attorneys are 
looking at now.’’ 
Smith said Karras had not 


asked for a press pass, al­ 
though 
he 
said 
the 
Free 
Press’ executive sports editor 
had informed him that Kar­ 
ras planned to use one of the 
paper’s passes. 
The editor, George Puscas,

he assumes 
Karras 
“ knows his contract. As far 
as I’m concerned, Karras is

Lions. He is being paid mo­ 
ney due to him. I don’t think

Lions. He’s not performing 
any services.” 
“ The 
only 
principle 
we 
would have involved here is if 
they’re going to try to tell us 
who we can use to cover the 
games,” Puscas added. 
“ It 


hasn’t come to that.“ 
Karras, who has written 
two columns for the Free 
Press thus far, does a show 
for a Chicago Television sta­ 
tion prior to the telecasts of 
ABC’s Monday night games. 
He also does a radio show for 
WXYZ, Detroit. 
Smith said Karras had not 
asked for permission to do 
those either, but added that

Bryant singled out one play­

backer Jim Krapf, as being a 
big difference in an Alabama 
offense that is presently third 
in the nation in rushing.

Trout Virus Wipes Out 
Mojave Hatchery Again 


F or the second tim e in se­ 
ven m onths a viral infection 
peculiar to trout has wiped 
out production at the D epart­ 
m ent of Fish and G am e’s Mo­ 
jav e R iver H atchery near Vic­ 
torville. 
T h e 
hatchery 
will 
be 
cleared of fish, drained, com- 
pltely sterilized and left dry 
for 
approxim ately 
t h r e e 
m onths before half a million 
M t . 
Shasta-strain 
rainbow 
eggs are brought in for a new 
sta rt. If all goes well, it will 
be about one yean from now 
before the hatchery will have 
planting-size trout ready for 
stocking. 
The virus, infectious pan­ 
creatic necrosis—called IPN 
for short 
— 
is 
not 
known 
to occur in any fish other 
than trout and is not tra n v 
m ittible 
to 
hum ans. 
It 
is 
found in the intestinal viscera 
and attacks the pancreas and 
kidnevs in trout. 


The 
departm ent 
says 
the 
virus can be deadly to trout 
in their fingerling stage al­ 
though adult fish m ay serve 
as c a rrie rs without showing 
any sym ptom s or ill effects. 


Of the 770,000 rainbow s now 
in the hatchery, 300,000 3-mch 
fingerlings are known to be 
afflicted 
and 
will 
be 
des­ 
troyed and buried this week. 


DFG plans a re to stock 
the other 470,000 trout in iso­ 
lated, put-and-take-type public 
w aters in which natural repr- 
o d u c t i o n does not occur. 
These fish, which a re suspect 
in spite of negative laboratory 
tests, include: 
—300,000 Mt. W hitney-strain 
rainbow 
fingerlings; 
to 
be 
planted out within the next 
week; 
—100,000 
C olem an-strain 
Kamloops rainbows five to six 
i n c h e s 
in 
length; 
to 
be 
planted out in the next week 
or two; 


—70,000 Colem an Kamloops 
about seven inches in length, 
which will be held about a 
m onth and 
planted 
out 
as 
8-inchers. 
In the last week of 
last 
F ebruary, when Mojave River 
H atchery 
m ysteriously 
be­ 
cam e the first DFG hatchery 
to become infested with IPN, 
600,000 
fingerling 
rainbows 
and 100,000 rainbow eggs in 
the hatching stage w ere des­ 
troyed and buried. 
Half a million larg er rain­ 
bows separately reared 
but 
possible c a rrie rs of the virus, 
w ere stocked in isolated wa­ 
ters 
w here 
they 
could 
not 
transm it the disease to a po­ 
pulation of wild trout. 
The 
hatchery 
w as 
then 
drained, 
sterlilized 
and 
left 
dry for th ree days before its 
ponds w ere 
refilled 
and 
a 
fiesh ^tart m ade. This tim e, 
following 
sterilization, 
the 
hatchery will be kept dry for 
approxim ately three months.

Dear R.E.: 
Although you 
and your husband may not be 
consciously aware of it, it 
may be that your bouts of as­ 
thma frequently coincide with 
times of emotional tension be­ 
tween the two of you. 
As a result, he may half­ 
sense that your illness is in 
some way affected by your 
relationship with each other, 
makng 
him 
discount 
the 
physiological aspects of your 
illness. 
For your part, you may feel 
the need for affection and at­ 
tention most at times of your 
asthma attack, needs which 
are not met if your husband 
is irritated for some reason.

Asthma is a complex dis­ 
ease and it is certainly unfair 
to claim that anyone suffering 
f r o m 
asthma 
deliberately 
brings an attack upon himself 
in order to manipulate the be­ 
havior of other persons. How­ 
ever, psychological and emo­ 
tional factors can be involved 
in an individual’s pattern of 
illness. 


For 
example 
while 
the 
identification of one specific 
personality type as peculiarly 
a s t h m a t i c Is impossible, 
research suggests that as­ 
thma may sometimes be re­ 
lated to an individual’s diffi­ 
culties in coping with feelings 
of dependency and aggres­ 
sion. 
A tendency to experience 
great anxiety upon the threat 
of separation, real or ima­ 
gined, from a loved one also 
seems to be a common cha­ 
racteristic of asthmatic indi­ 
viduals. 
S o m e researchers have 
speculated that asthmatics at­ 
tacks in children are related 
to the child’s fears of separa­ 
tion from his mother which 
he attempts to prevent by the 
asthma attack which requires 
her immediate attention. 


Considering the fact that 
psychological factors seem to 
play a role in the asthmatic 
condition of some persons, 
some 
authorities 
feel 
that 
psychotherapy 
can 
be 
va­ 
luable in helping the person 
who suffers from asthma in 
learning to live with his han­ 
dicap. 


Since your asthma seems to 
be a focal point of tension 
and conflict in your marriage, 
it might be advisable for you 
to discuss the problem with 
your physician who may rec­ 
ommend psychotherapy. 
Some studies suggest that 
the asthmatic individual is 
sometimes inhibited in ex­ 
pressing angry and resentful 
feelings, 
tending 
to 
bottle 
those feelings up inside him 
rather than risk conflict with 
persons close to him. 
For example, the fact that 
your asthma attack coincided 
with the time of your hus­ 
band’s departure might be in­ 
terpreted as an expression of 
your resentment at his leav­ 
ing you alone. 
However, it may be that 
this timing was only coinci­ 
dental and not part of an es­ 
tablished pattern.
